G1. Here Mosheh declares 
that he taught nothing to 
the people but that which 
he received from Yahweh. 


G2. So they could offer no 
other kind of animal, except 
those which are commanded 
in Yahweh’s Law. See Levit- 
icus Chapter 11. 


LEVITICUS 


Torath Kohanim: The Law of the Priests 


WAYYIKRA 
And He Called 


Ana He; Yahweh, called to Mosheh, and 
°'Yahweh spoke to him from the Tent of Meet- 
ing, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say to 
them; When any one of you brings an offering 
to Yahweh, you shall bring your offering from 
your “animals; from your herds or from your 
flocks. 

3 If his offering isa BURNT OFFERING from 
the herd, let him offer a male without blemish. 
He shall offer it of his own free will, at the door 
of the Tent of Meeting in front of Yahweh. 

4 He shall put his hand on the head of his 
burnt offering, and it will be accepted on his 
behalf, to make atonement for him. 

5 He shall kill the bull in front of Yahweh; 
and the priests, the sons of Aaron, shall bring 
the blood, and sprinkle the blood all around on 
the altar at the entrance to the Tent of Meeting. 

6 He shall skin the burnt offering, and cut it 
into its pieces. 

7 The sons of Aaron, the priests, shall put 
fire on the altar, laying the wood in order on 
the fire. 

8 Then the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall ar- 
range the pieces, including the head and the 
fat, in order on the wood which is on the fire 
on the altar; 

9 But first he shall wash its entrails and its 
legs with water, then the priest shall burn all on 
the altar, as a burnt offering; an offering made 
by fire, a sweet aroma to Yahweh. 

10 If, however, his offering is of the flocks: 
from the sheep or from the goats, as a burnt 
offering, he shall bring a male without blemish; 

11 He shall kill it on the north side of the 
altar in front of Yahweh; and the priests, Aa- 
ron’s sons, shall sprinkle its blood all around 
on the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into its pieces, including 
its head and its fat; and the priest shall lay the 
pieces in order, on the wood which is on the fire 
upon the altar; 

13 But first he shall wash the entrails and 
the legs with water, then the priest shall bring 


all of it, and burn it upon the altar. It is a burnt 
offering, an offering made by fire, a sweet aroma 
to Yahweh. 

14 If, however, his burnt offering to Yahweh 
is from the birds: then he shall bring his offering 
from the turtledoves or from the pigeons. 

15 The priest shall bring it to the altar, wring 
off its head, and burn it upon the altar; its blood 
shall be drained out at the side of the altar. 

16 Before the bird is burned, the priest shall 
remove its crop and its feathers, and throw them 
beside the altar on the east side, into the place 
for ashes. 

17 Then he shall split it at its wings, not 
dividing it completely, and the priest shall then 
burn it on the altar, on the wood arranged on 
the fire. It is a burnt offering, an offering made 
by fire, a sweet aroma to Yahweh. 


CHAP. 2 


When anyone offers a GRAIN OFFERING to 
Yahweh, his offering shall be of fine flour. He 
shall pour oil on it, and put frankincense on it. 

2 He shall bring it to the sons of Aaron, the 
priests. A priest shall take from it a handful of 
fine flour, the oil, and all the frankincense, and 
the priest shall burn it as a memorial portion 
on the altar; an offering made by fire, a sweet 
aroma to Yahweh. 

3 The remaining portion of the grain offering 
shall be Aaron’s and his sons’. It is a most holy 
offering to Yahweh made by fire. 

4 Ifyou bring as an offering a grain offering 
baked in the oven, it shall be unleavened cakes of 
fine flour mixed with oil, or unleavened wafers 
anointed with oil. 

5 If your offering is a grain offering prepared 
on a griddle, it shall be of fine flour, unleavened 
and mixed with oil. 

6 Break this into pieces, and pour oil on it; 
it is a grain offering. 

7 If your offering is a grain offering cooked 
in a pan, it shall be made of fine flour with oil. 


G3. This signifies that Yah- 
weh remembers those who 
offer unto Him. See Matti- 
thyah 19:27-29.

G1. Which they were bound 
(as by a covenant) to use in 
all sacrifices. Numbers 18:19, 
Yechetzqyah 43:24. This also 
represents the sure and pure 
covenant. Yeremyah 31:31- 
34. 
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8 Bring the grain offering made of these 
things to Yahweh. Present this to the priest, 
and he shall bring it to the altar. 

9 Then the priest shall take from the grain 
offering a memorial portion, to burn it on the 
altar; an offering made by fire, a pleasing aroma 
to Yahweh. 

10 What remains of the grain offering is Aa- 
ron’s and his sons’. /t is a most holy offering to 
Yahweh made by fire. 

11 No grain offering you bring to Yahweh 
shall be made with leaven: for you shall burn 
no leaven, nor any honey, in any offering to 
Yahweh made by fire. 

12 *You may bring your first tithes to Yahweh, 
but they shall not be burned on the altar for a 
pleasing aroma. 

13 Every offering of your grain offerings you 
shall season with °'salt; you shall not allow the 
salt of the covenant of Yahweh to be lacking 
from your grain offering. With all your offerings, 
you shall offer salt. 

14 If you offer a grain offering of your first- 
fruits to Yahweh, you shall offer crushed heads 
of new grain, roasted in the fire. 

15 Put oil on it and lay frankincense on it. 
It is a grain offering. 

16 Then the priest shall burn the memorial 
portion: a handful of the crushed grain, its oil, 
with all the frankincense, as an offering made 
by fire to Yahweh. 


CHAP. 3 


When an offering is a PEACE OFFERING, 
it shall be brought from the herd, either a male 
or a female. It shall be without blemish in front 
of Yahweh. 

2 The offerer shall lay his hand on the head 
of his offering, and kill it at the entrance of the 
Tent of Meeting; and Aaron’s sons, the priests, 
shall sprinkle the blood all around on the altar. 

3 Then he shall offer from that sacrifice of 
peace offering, an offering of it made by fire to 
Yahweh: the fat that covers the entrails, and all 
the fat on the entrails, 

4 The two kidneys, and the fat around them 
near the loins, and the fatty lobe attached to the 
liver above the kidneys. These portions he shall 
remove; 

5 Then Aaron’s sons shall burn these on the 
altar, on top of the burnt offering that is on 
the burning wood; an offering made by fire, an 
aroma pleasing to Yahweh. 

6 If he offers an animal from the flock as a 
sacrifice of peace offering to Yahweh, he is to 
offer either a male or a female, without blemish. 

7 If he offers a lamb as his peace offering, 
then he shall offer it in front of Yahweh. 

8 He shall lay his hand on the head of his 
peace offering, and kill it in front of the Tent of 


Meeting; then Aaron’s sons shall sprinkle its 
blood all around on the altar. 

9 And he shall offer from that sacrifice of 
the peace offering, an offering of it made by 
fire to Yahweh: its fat and the whole fat tail 
shall be removed close to the backbone, the fat 
that covers the entrails, and all the fat on the 
entrails, 

10 The two kidneys, and the fat on them near 
the loins, and the fatty lobe attached to the liver 
above the kidneys, he shall remove these; 

11 And the priest shall burn these on the altar 
as food; an offering made by fire to Yahweh. 

12 If his peace offering is a goat then he shall 
offer it in front of Yahweh. 

13 He shall lay his hand on its head, and kill 
it in front of the Tent of Meeting, and the sons 
of Aaron shall sprinkle its blood all around on 
the altar. 

14 Then he shall offer from it these parts as 
an offering made by fire to Yahweh: the fat 
that covers the entrails, and all the fat on the 
entrails, 

15 The two kidneys, and the fat on them near 
the loins, and the fatty lobe attached to the liver 
above the kidneys. These he shall remove. 

16 Then the priest shall burn these on the altar 
as food; an offering made by fire for a pleasing 
aroma. All of this fat belongs to Yahweh. 

17 This is a perpetual statute throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings: You shall not 
eat any of this fat, nor blood. 


CHAP. 4 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; If a 
person “ignorantly; unintentionally, sins against 
any of the Laws of Yahweh, which must not be 
done; but he does what is forbidden by them, 
these are My instructions. 

3 If the anointed priest sins, bringing guilt 
on the people, then let him offer to Yahweh a 
young bull without blemish as a SIN OFFER- 
ING for the sins he has sinned. 

4 He shall bring the bull to the entrance of 
the Tent of Meeting in front of Yahweh. He 
shall lay his hand on the bull’s head, and “kill 
the bull in front of Yahweh. 

5 Then the anointed priest shall take some 
of the bull’s blood, and bring it into the Tent 
of Meeting. 

6 The priest shall dip his finger in the blood, 
and sprinkle some of the blood seven times in 
front of Yahweh; in front of the Veil of the Holy 
Place. 

7 The priest shall put some of the blood 
on the horns of the altar of incense in front of 
Yahweh, which is in the Tent of Meeting. He 
shall then pour the remaining blood of the bull 
at the base of the altar of burnt offering which is 


G2. That is; A sin of neg- 
ligence or a sin committed 
by one who did not know or 
realize that what he did is 
a transgression of Yahweh’s 
Law. Otherwise, the pun- 
ishments are set for those 
who transgress knowingly. 
Numbers 15:22. See also 
Acts 17:30. 


G3. Thus confessing that he 
deserved the same punish- 
ment the animal suffered. 
See also Romans 6:23. 


G1. All the people could 
not lay on their hands. 
Therefore it was sufficient 
that the Elders of the people 
did so on behalf of the entire 
congregation. 


R1. When he committed the 
sin, he was under the belief 
that it was something per- 
missible. It was afterwards 
that it became known to him 
that it was a forbidden thing. 


at the entrance of the Tent of Meeting; in the 
courtyard. 

8 He shall remove from it all the fat of the 
bull as the sin offering; the fat that covers the 
entrails, and all the fat on the entrails, 

9 The two kidneys, and the fat on them near 
the loins, and the fatty lobe attached to the liver 
above the kidneys. These he shall remove. 

10 These he shall remove, just as they were 
removed from the bull or cow of the peace 
offering; and the priest shall burn these on the 
altar of burnt offering. 

11 But the bull’s hide, and all its flesh, with 
its head and legs, its entrails and offal— 

12 He shall carry the whole bull outside the 
camp, to the clean place where the ashes are 
poured out, and burn it on wood with fire. Where 
the ashes are poured out, it shall be burned. 

13 Now if the whole congregation of Israyl 
sins ignorantly, and does what is forbidden in 
any of Yahweh’s Laws; though the congregation 
is unaware of this sin: they are still guilty. 

14 When the sin they have sinned becomes 
known, then the congregation shall offer a young 
bull for the sin, bringing it in front of the Tent 
of Meeting. 

15 The “'elders of the congregation shall lay 
their hands on the head of the bull, in front of 
Yahweh. Then the bull shall be killed in front 
of Yahweh. 

16 The anointed priest shall bring some of 
the bull’s blood into the Tent of Meeting; 

17 Then the priest shall dip his finger into 
the blood, and sprinkle it seven times in front 
of Yahweh, in front of the Veil. 

18 And he shall put some of the blood on the 
horns of the incense altar in front of Yahweh, 
which is in the Tent of Meeting. He shall pour 
the remaining blood at the base of the altar of 
burnt offering, which is at the entrance of the 
Tent of Meeting, in the courtyard. 

19 He shall take all the designated fat from 
it, and burn it on the altar. 

20 He shall do with this bull, as he does with 
the bull of a sin offering; so he shall do with 
it. And the priest shall make atonement for 
the whole congregation, and it shall be forgiven 
them. 

21 Then he shall carry the bull outside the 
camp, and burn it as he burned the first bull. 
It is a sin offering for the congregation. 

22 When a ruler sins ignorantly, and does 
what is forbidden in any of the Laws of Yahweh 
our Father: he is guilty. 

23 ®'When he is made aware of the sin he 
has sinned, he shall bring as his sin offering a 
male of the goats; a male goat without blemish. 

24 He shall lay his hand on the head of the 
goat, and kill it at the place they kill the burnt 
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offering, in front of Yahweh; it is a sin offering. 

25 The priest shall take some of the blood 
of the sin offering with his finger, put it on the 
horns of the altar of burnt offering, and pour its 
blood at the base of the altar of burnt offering. 

26 He shall burn all its designated fat on the 
altar, like the fat of the peace offerings. So the 
priest shall make atonement for the ruler con- 
cerning his sin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

27 If any other member of the congregation 
sins ignorantly, and does what is forbidden in 
any of Yahweh’s Laws: he is still guilty. 

28 When he is made aware of the sin he has 
sinned, then he shall bring as his sin offering a 
female goat without blemish. 

29 He shall lay his hand on the head of his 
sin offering, and kill the sin offering at the place 
of the burnt offering. 

30 Then the priest shall take some of its blood 
with his finger, and put it on the horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, pouring its remaining 
blood at the base of the altar. 

31 He shall remove all its designated fat, as 
fat is removed from the peace offerings; and the 
priest shall burn it on the altar for a pleasing 
aroma to Yahweh. So the priest shall make 
atonement for him, and it shall be forgiven him. 

32 If he brings a lamb as his sin offering, he 
shall bring a female without blemish. 

33 Then he shall lay his hand on the head 
of his sin offering, and kill it as a sin offering 
at the place they kill the burnt offering. 

34 The priest shall take some of the blood 
of his sin offering with his finger, and put it on 
the horns of the altar of burnt offering, pouring 
its remaining blood at the base of the altar. 

35 He shall remove all its designated fat; as 
the fat of the lamb is removed in the same way 
as the sacrifices of the peace offerings. Then 
the priest shall burn it on the altar, on top of 
the offerings made to Yahweh by fire. So the 
priest shall make atonement for his sin that he 
has committed, and it shall be forgiven him. 


CHAP. 5 


It a person sins because he does not speak 
up when he hears a public charge, to testify 
regarding something he has seen, or knows 
about: he will be held responsible; 

2 Or if a person touches any unclean thing, 
whether the carcass of an unclean beast, or the 
carcass of unclean livestock, or the carcass of 
an unclean creeping thing; even though he is 
unaware of it: he has become unclean, and is 
guilty; 

3 Or if he touches human uncleanness, any- 
thing that would make a man defiled; even 
though he is unaware of it, when he learns of 


G2. It is commanded that 
one who has seen a sin com- 
mitted must tell the truth, 
therefore revealing the in- 
iquity of the unrighteous. 


G1. Or vows rashly with- 
out just examination of the 
circumstances, and does not 
know what shall be the issue 
of the same. 


G2. The first fruits or tithes. 


a. For example, if a man 
owes Yahweh one hundred 
shekels of silver as his Law- 
ful tithe, but he spends it 
rather than submitting it to 
Yahweh, as a result of this 
error, this man now owes 
Yahweh one hundred and 
twenty shekels of silver. 
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it: he will be guilty; 

4 Or if a person “'vows an oath, speaking 
thoughtlessly by his mouth, to do evil or to do 
well, whatever that a man may pronounce by 
an oath, even though he is unaware of it, when 
he learns of it: he will be guilty. 

5 When anyone is guilty in any of these mat- 
ters, he shall confess he has sinned in that thing. 

6 And he shall bring his TRESPASS OF- 
FERING to Yahweh for his sin which he has 
sinned: a female from the flock: a lamb or a 
goat, as a sin offering. So the priest shall make 
atonement for him concerning his sin. 

7 If he is not able to bring a lamb, then he 
shall bring to Yahweh two turtledoves or two 
pigeons for his trespass he has committed: one 
as a sin offering, and the other as a burnt of- 
fering. 

8 And he shall bring them to the priest, who 
shall offer that which is for the sin offering first, 
and wring off its head from its neck, but shall 
not divide it completely. 

9 Then he shall sprinkle some of the blood 
of the sin offering on the side of the altar, and 
the rest of the blood shall be drained out at the 
base of the altar. It is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second as a burnt 
offering in the prescribed manner. So the priest 
shall make atonement on his behalf, for his sin 
which he has sinned; and it shall be forgiven 
him. 

11 But if he is unable to bring two turtledoves 
or two young pigeons, then he who sinned shall 
bring for his trespass offering one tenth of an 
ephah of fine flour; probably about 2 quarts, as 
a sin offering. He shall put no oil on it, nor shall 
he put frankincense on it, for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then he shall bring it to the priest, and 
the priest shall take his handful of it as a me- 
morial portion, and burn this handful on the 
altar according to the offerings made by fire 
to Yahweh. It is a sin offering. 

13 The priest shall make atonement for 
him, for his sin that he has sinned in any of 
these matters; and this shall be forgiven him. 
The remaining portion of this flour shall be the 
priest’s, as a grain offering. 

14 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

15 Ifa person commits a trespass, and sins 
ignorantly “in regard to any of Yahweh’s holy 
things, then he shall bring to Yahweh, as his 
trespass offering, a ram without blemish from 
the flocks, along with the proper value in silver 
of the trespass, according to the shekel of the 
sanctuary, as a trespass offering. 

16 And he shall make restitution for the harm 
he has done in regard to the holy thing, *and 
shall add one-fifth of its value, and give it to the 
priest; and the priest shall make atonement for 
him with the ram of the trespass offering; and 


it shall be forgiven him. 

17 If anyone sins, and commits any of these 
things which are forbidden to be done by the 
Laws of Yahweh, though he does not know it, 
yet he is “guilty, and shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring to the priest a ram 
without blemish from the flock, with your es- 
timated valuation, as a trespass offering. So the 
priest shall make atonement for him “‘regarding 
his ignorance, erring and not knowing it; and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering; he has certainly 
trespassed against Yahweh. 
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Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 If a person sins and commits a trespass 
against Yahweh, by “lying to his brother about 
what was delivered to him for safekeeping, or 
about a pledge, or about a robbery, or if he has 
deceived and extorted from his brother, 

3 Or if he has found what was lost and lies 
concerning it, or “vows falsely; in any one of 
these things a man may do: sinning; 

4 Then it shall be, because he has sinned and 
is guilty, that he shall restore what he has stolen; 
or the thing which he has deceitfully obtained, 
or what was delivered to him for safekeeping, 
or the lost thing which he found: 

5 For all he has vowed falsely about, he shall 
restore its full value, adding one-fifth more to 
it, and giving it to whomever it belongs on the 
day of his trespass offering. 

6 Then he shall bring his trespass offering to 
Yahweh: a ram without blemish from the flock, 
along with your valuation, as a trespass offering, 
to the priest. 

7 So the priest shall make atonement for him 
in front of Yahweh, and he shall be forgiven for 
any one of these things he may have done in 
trespass. 

8 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, saying; 
This is the Law of the BURNT OFFERING: 
The burnt offering shall be on the altar hearth 
all night until morning, and the fire of the altar 
shall be kept burning on it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his linen gar- 
ment, and his linen undergarments, and take 
up the ashes of the burnt offering the fire has 
consumed on the altar, putting them beside the 
altar. 

11 Then he shall take off his garments, putting 
on other garments, and carry the ashes outside 
the camp, to the clean place. 

12 The fire on the altar shall be kept burning 
on it. It shall not be put out. The priest shall 
burn wood on it every morning, and lay the 
burnt offering in order upon it; and he shall 


G3. That is; he remembers 
afterward that he has sinned; 
his conscience accuses him. 


G4. If his sin against Yah- 
weh is because of malice, he 
must be put to death. 


G5. By any deceitful or 
unlawful means. 


Go. Perjury. 


G1. Nor is any leavened bread 
to be added to it after it is 


burn on it the fat of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire must be kept burning on the altar 
continuously; it must not go out. 

14 This is the Law of the GRAIN OFFER- 
ING: The sons of Aaron shall offer it on the 
altar in front of Yahweh. 

15 He shall take from it a handful of the fine 
flour of the grain offering, with its oil, and all the 
frankincense which is on the grain offering, and 
shall burn it on the altar for a pleasing aroma, 
as a memorial to Yahweh. 

16 The remainder of it Aaron and his sons 
shall eat. As unleavened bread it shall be eat- 
en; in a holy place, in the court of the Tent of 
Meeting, they shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be “baked with leaven. I have 
given it to them as their portion from My of- 
ferings made by fire. It is most holy, like the sin 
offering and the trespass offering. 

18 All the males among the children of Aa- 
ron may eat it. This is a statute forever in your 
generations, concerning the offerings made by 
fire to Yahweh. Everyone who touches them 
must be holy. 

19 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

20 This is the offering of Aaron and his sons, 
which they shall offer to Yahweh on the day 
he is anointed: one-tenth of an ephah; about 
2 quarts, of fine flour as a daily grain offering; 
half of it is to be offered in the morning and half 
of it is to be offered in the evening. 

21 It shall be prepared with oil on a griddle; 
bring it well-mixed, and present the grain offer- 
ing, broken in pieces, as an aroma pleasing to 
Yahweh. 

22 The priest from among his sons, who is 
anointed to succeed in his place, shall offer it. 
It is a statute forever to Yahweh. It shall be 
completely burned. 

23 Every grain offering of a priest shall be 
burned completely; it must not be eaten. 

24 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

25 Speak to Aaron and to his sons, saying; 
This is the Law of the SIN OFFERING: In the 
place where the burnt offering is killed, the sin 
offering shall also be killed in front of Yahweh. 
It is most holy. 

26 The priest who offers it for sin shall eat 
it. It shall be eaten in a holy place, in the court 
of the Tent of Meeting. 

27 Everyone who touches its flesh must be 
holy. And when its blood is sprinkled on any 
garment, you must wash it on which it was sprin- 
kled, in a holy place. 

28 But the earthen vessel it was boiled in 
shall be broken. If it is boiled in a bronze pot, 
it must be both scoured and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests may eat 
it. Jt is most holy. 

30 But no sin offering whose blood is brought 
into the Tent of Meeting, to make atonement 
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in the Holy Place, shall be eaten. It must be 
burned completely in the fire. 


CHAP. 7 


This is the Law for the TRESPASS OFFER- 
ING; it is most holy. 

2 In the place they killed the burnt offering, 
they shall kill the trespass offering. Its blood the 
priests shall sprinkle all around on the altar; 

3 And he shall offer from it all its fat: the 
fat tail, and the fat that covers the entrails, 

4 The two kidneys, and the fat that is around 
them near the loins, and the fatty lobe attached 
to the liver above the kidneys. These designated 
items he shall remove; 

5 And the priest shall burn them on the altar, 
as an offering made by fire to Yahweh. It is a 
trespass offering. 

6 Every male among the priests may eat it. 
It must be eaten in a holy place; it is most holy. 

7 The trespass offering is like the sin offer- 
ing; one Law concerns them both. The priest 
who makes atonement with it shall have it. 

8 The priest who offers anyone’s burnt offer- 
ing, may keep the skin of the burnt offering he 
has offered. 

9 Also, every grain offering baked in an oven, 
or cooked in a pan, or on a griddle, belongs to 
the priest who offers it. 

10 However, every grain offering, whether 
mixed with oil or dry, belongs equally to all the 
sons of Aaron. 

11 This is the Law of the sacrifice of PEACE 
OFFERINGS, which he shall offer to Yahweh: 

12 If he offers it for THANKSGIVING, then 
along with this thanksgiving offering, he is to 
offer cakes of unleavened bread mixed with oil, 
unleavened wafers spread with oil, and cakes 
of fine flour, well-kneaded and mixed with oil. 

13 Along with his peace offering of thanks- 
giving, he is to present an offering of leavened 
bread. 

14 He is to bring one of each kind as a heave 
offering to Yahweh. It shall belong to the priest 
who sprinkles the blood of the peace offering. 

15 The meat of his peace offering for thanks- 
giving shall be eaten the same day it is offered. 
He shall not leave any of it until morning. 

16 If, however, his offering is the result of 
a VOW, or is a FREEWILL OFFERING, the 
offering shall be eaten the same day he offers 
his sacrifice, and on the next day the remainder 
of it may also be eaten; 

17 The remainder of the meat of this offering 
must be burned with fire on the third day. 

18 If any of the flesh of the vow or freewill 
peace offering is eaten at all on the third day, it 
shall not be accepted, nor shall it be credited to 
the one who brought it. Whoever offers it shall 
be an abomination, and the person who eats of 


G2. It is for those sins that 
were committed unknow- 


G1. The sin for which he 
made the offering shall re- 
main. 
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it shall °'bear guilt. 

19 The meat that touches any unclean thing 
shall not be eaten; it must be burned with fire. 
As for the other clean meat, all who are clean 
may eat of it. 

20 But the person who eats the flesh of the 
peace offerings to Yahweh, while he is unclean, 
that person shall be cut off from his people. 

21 If anyone touches anything un- 
clean—whether human uncleanness, or an 
unclean animal, or any unclean, abomina- 
ble thing—and then eats any of the meat 
of the peace offering belonging to Yahweh, 
that person shall be cut off from his people. 

22 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

23 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; 
You shall not eat any fat of cattle, or sheep, or 
goats designated in the burnt offerings to Yahweh. 

24 The fat of an animal found dead, or torn 
by wild animals, may be used for any other pur- 
pose, but you must not eat it. 

25 Anyone who eats the fat of an animal from 
which an offering by fire is made to Yahweh, 
must be cut off from his people. 

26 And you shall not eat any blood in any of 
your dwellings, whether of bird or animal. 

27 Whoever eats any blood, that person shall 
be cut off from his people. 

28 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

29 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; 
Anyone who brings a peace offering to Yahweh, 
is to bring part of it as his sacrifice to Yahweh; 

30 With his own hands he is to bring the 
offering made to Yahweh by fire: he is to bring 
the designated fat, together with the breast, and 
wave the breast before Yahweh, as a WAVE 
OFFERING. 

31 The priest shall burn the fat on the altar, 
but the breast belongs to Aaron and his sons. 

32 Also, the right thigh you shall give to the 
priest as a HEAVE OFFERING, from the sac- 
rifices of your peace offerings. 

33 He, among the sons of Aaron, who offers 
the blood of the peace offering and the fat, shall 
have the right thigh for his part. 

34 The breast of the wave offering, and the 
thigh of the heave offering, I have taken from 
the children of Israyl, from their peace offer- 
ings, and I have given them to Aaron the priest 
and to his sons, from the children of Israyl, by 
a statute forever. 

35 This is the consecrated, sanctified portion 
allotted to Aaron and his sons, from the offerings 
made by fire to Yahweh, on the day they were 
presented to minister unto Yahweh as priests. 

36 Yahweh commanded this to be given to 
them by the children of Israyl, on the day He 
anointed them, by a statute forever throughout 
their generations. 


37 This is the Law of the burnt offering, the 
grain offering, the sin offering, the trespass of- 
fering, the consecrations, and the sacrifice of 
the peace offering, 

38 Which Yahweh commanded Mosheh on 
Mount Sinai, on the day when He commanded 
the children of Israyl to offer their offerings to 
Yahweh in the Wilderness of Sinai. 


CHAP. 8 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Take Aaron and his sons with him, and 
the garments, the anointing oil, a bull as the sin 
offering, two rams, and a basket of unleavened 
bread, 

3 And gather all the congregation together 
at the entrance to the courtyard of the Tent of 
Meeting. 

4 And Mosheh did as Yahweh commanded 
him, and the congregation was gathered together 
at the entrance to the courtyard of the Tent of 
Meeting. 

5 Then Mosheh said to the congregation; This 
is what Yahweh has commanded to be done. 

6 Then Mosheh brought Aaron and his sons 
forward, and washed them with the water from 
the laver. 

7 And he put the tunic on Aaron, girded him 
with the sash, clothed him with the robe, and 
put the ephod on him. He also tied the ephod 
to him by its skillfully woven waistband; so it 
was fastened on him. 

8 He placed the breastplate on him, and put 
the Urim and Thummim in the breastplate. 

9 And he put the turban; mitznepheth, on his 
head. On the front of the turban; mitznepheth, 
he set the gold plate, the holy diadem; the crown, 
tying it on the front of the turban, as Yahweh 
had commanded. 

10 Then Mosheh took the anointing oil, and 
anointed the tabernacle and all that was in it; 
and so consecrated and sanctified them. 

11 He sprinkled some of it on the altar seven 
times, anointed the altar and all its utensils, and 
the laver for washing, and its base, to consecrate 
and sanctify them. 

12 He poured some of the anointing oil on 
Aaron’s head, and anointed him, consecrating 
and sanctifying him. 

13 Then Mosheh brought Aaron’s sons, and 
put tunics on them, girded them with sashes, 
and put the caps; migbaoth, (the Kippah) on 
them, as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

14 And Mosheh brought the bull for the sin 
offering. Then Aaron and his sons laid their 
hands on the head of the bull for the sin offering, 

15 And Mosheh killed it. Then he took the 


G1. Of the burnt offering. 


blood, and put some on the horns of the S'altar 
all around with his finger to purify the altar; and 
he poured the blood at the base of the altar. 
So he consecrated and sanctified it, and made 
atonement for it. 

16 Then he took all the fat on the bull’s en- 
trails, the fatty lobe attached to the liver, and the 
two kidneys with their fat; and Mosheh burned 
these on the altar. 

17 But the bull: its hide, its flesh, and its offal, 
he burned with fire outside the camp in a clean 
place, as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

18 Then he brought one of the rams as the 
burnt offering, and Aaron and his sons laid their 
hands on the head of the ram; 

19 And Mosheh killed it. Then he sprinkled 
the blood all around on the altar. 

20 He cut the ram into pieces; and Mosheh 
burned the head, the pieces, and the fat, 

21 First washing the entrails and the legs in 
water; burning the whole ram on the altar. It 
was a burnt offering for a pleasing aroma; an 
offering made by fire to Yahweh, as Yahweh 
had commanded Mosheh. 

22 Then he brought the second ram, the ram 
of consecration. Then Aaron and his sons laid 
their hands on the head of this ram; 

23 Then Mosheh killed it. He took some of 
its blood, and put it on the tip of Aaron’s right 
ear, on the thumb of his right hand, and on the 
big toe of his right foot. 

24 Then he brought Aaron’s sons, and Mo- 
sheh put some of this blood on the tips of their 
right ears, on the thumbs of their right hands, 
and on the big toes of their right feet. Then 
Mosheh sprinkled the blood all around on the 
altar. 

25 Then he took the fat from this second ram, 
and the fat tail, all the fat from the entrails, the 
fatty lobe attached to the liver, the two kidneys 
and their fat, and the right thigh; 

26 And from the basket of unleavened bread 
in front of Yahweh, he took a cake of bread, and 
one made with oil, and a wafer. He put these 
on the fat portions, and on the right thigh. 

27 He put all these in Aaron’s and his sons’ 
hands, and waved them as a wave offering in 
front of Yahweh. 

28 Then Mosheh took them from their hands, 
and burned them on the altar, placing them on 
the burnt offering. They are consecration of- 
ferings for a pleasing aroma, an offering made 
by fire to Yahweh. 

29 Then Mosheh took the breast, and waved 
it as a wave offering in front of Yahweh. It was 
Mosheh’s part of the ram of consecration; as 
Yahweh had commanded Mosheh. 

30 Then Mosheh took some of the anoint- 
ing oil, and some of the blood from the altar, 
and sprinkled this on Aaron, on his garments, 
and on his sons, and on their garments. So 
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he consecrated and sanctified Aaron and his 
garments, and his sons and their garments. 

31 And Mosheh said to Aaron and his sons; 
Boil the flesh at the entrance to the Tent of 
Meeting, and eat it there with the bread in the 
basket, from the consecration offerings, as I 
commanded, saying; Aaron and his sons shall 
eat it. 

32 What remains of the flesh and of the 
bread, you shall burn with fire. 

33 And you shall not leave the entrance to 
the Tent of Meeting for seven days, until the 
days of your consecration and ordination are 
ended. Your consecration will be for seven days. 

34 What Yahweh has done this day, Yahweh 
has commanded, to make atonement for you. 

35 Therefore, you must stay at the entrance 
to the Tent of Meeting day and night for seven 
days, and keep the charge of Yahweh, so that 
you may not die; for that is what I have been 
commanded. 

36 So Aaron and his sons did all the things 
Yahweh had commanded by the hand of Mo- 
sheh. 


CHAP. 9 


On the eighth day, Mosheh summoned Aaron 
and his sons, and the elders of Israyl. 

2 He said to Aaron; Take for yourself a young 
bull as a sin offering, and a ram as a burnt offer- 
ing, each without blemish, and offer them in 
front of Yahweh. 

3 Then to the children of Israyl you shall 
speak, saying; Take a male goat as a sin offer- 
ing, and a calf and a lamb, both of the first year 
and without blemish, as a burnt offering, 

4 Also a bull and a ram, as peace offerings to 
offer in front of Yahweh, and a grain offering 
mixed with oil; for today Yahweh will appear 
to you. 

5 So they brought what Mosheh commanded 
to the front of the Tent of Meeting; and all the 
congregation drew near, and stood in front of 
Yahweh. 

6 Then Mosheh said; This is the thing Yah- 
weh has commanded you to do, so the glory of 
Yahweh may appear to you. 

7 And Mosheh said to Aaron; Go to the 
altar, offer your sin offering and your burnt 
offering, and make atonement for “yourself 
and for the people; sacrifice the offering that is 
for the people, and make atonement for them, 
as Yahweh commanded. 

8 So Aaron went to the altar, and killed the 
calf of the sin offering for himself. 

9 Then the sons of Aaron brought the blood 
to him, and he dipped his finger in the blood, 
put it on the horns of the altar, and poured the 
remaining blood at the base of the altar.

R1. Nadab and Abihu were 
killed because they entered 
the sanctuary intoxicated 
with wine. 

G1. I will punish those who 
do claim that they rever- 
ence Me, but do not keep 
My Laws. 

R2. When Yahweh exe- 
cutes judgment upon the 
righteous, He is reverenced, 
exalted, and praised. Psalm 
68:35. 
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10 But the fat, the kidneys, and the fatty lobe 
from the liver of the sin offering, he burned on 
the altar, as Yahweh had commanded Mosheh; 

11 And the flesh and the hide he burned with 
fire outside the camp. 

12 Then he killed the burnt offering, and the 
sons of Aaron brought the blood to him, which 
he sprinkled all around on the altar. 

13 Then they brought the burnt offering to 
him, with its pieces and head, and he burned 
them on the altar, 

14 First washing the entrails and the legs, 
then burning them completely on the altar. 

15 Then he brought the sin offering for the 
people: the goat for their sin offering, and killed 
it like the first one. 

16 Then he brought the burnt offering, and 
offered it according to the prescribed manner. 

17 Then he brought the grain offering, took 
a handful of it, and burned it on the altar in 
addition to the morning’s burnt offering. 

18 He killed the bull and the ram: the peace 
offerings for the people. Then Aaron’s sons 
brought to him the blood, which he sprinkled 
all around on the altar. 

19 The fat from the bull and the ram, the 
fatty tail, the fat covering on the entrails and 
kidneys, the two kidneys, and the fatty lobe 
attached to the liver: 

20 They put this fat on the breasts; then he 
burned the fat on the altar; 

21 But the breasts and the right thigh Aaron 
waved, as a wave offering in front of Yahweh, 
as Mosheh had commanded. 

22 Then Aaron lifted his hand toward the 
people, and blessed them. And, having sac- 
rificed the sin offering, the burnt offering, and 
the peace offering, he stepped down. 

23 Then Mosheh and Aaron went into the 
Tent of Meeting. When they came out, they 
blessed the people. Then the glory of Yahweh 
appeared to all the people, 

24 And fire came out from the Presence of 
Yahweh, and consumed the burnt offering, and 
the fat on the altar. When all the people saw this, 
they shouted for joy, and fell face downward. 


CHAP. 10 


Nadab and Abihu, the sons of Aaron, each 
took his censer and put fire in it, put incense 
on it, and offered unauthorized, profane fire in 
front of Yahweh, contrary to His Law. 

2 ®'So fire came out from Yahweh, and de- 
voured them; so they died in front of Yahweh. 

3 Then Mosheh said to Aaron; This is what 
Yahweh spoke of when He said: Among those 
who come near Me, I must be Stsanctified; 
regarded as Holy, and before all the people I 
must be glorified. And Aaron held his peace. 


4 Then Mosheh called Mishael and Elza- 
phan, the sons of Uzziel, the uncle of Aaron, 
and said to them; Come near, and carry your 
cousins outside the camp, away from the front 
of the sanctuary. 

5 So they came near, and carried them by 
their tunics out of the camp, as Mosheh had 
said. 

6 And Mosheh said to Aaron and to his sons, 
Eleazar and Ithamar; Do not % let your hair 
grow long, nor tear your clothes, or you will 
die; and Yahweh will be angry with the whole 
congregation. But let your brothers, the whole 
house of Israyl, bewail those whom Yahweh has 
S3destroyed by fire. 

7 You shall not go out from the entrance of 
the Tent of Meeting, or you shall die; for the 
anointing oil of Yahweh is upon you. So they 
did as Mosheh said. 

8 Then Yahweh spoke to Aaron, saying: 

9 ®Do not drink wine nor strong drink, you, 
nor your sons with you, when you go into the 
Tent of Meeting, or you shall die. Jt shall be a 
statute forever throughout your generations. 

10 ® You must distinguish between the holy 
and unholy, and between the unclean and the 
clean, 

11 And you must teach the children of 
Israyl all the statutes which Yahweh has spoken 
to them, by the hand of Mosheh. 

12 Then Mosheh spoke to Aaron, and to 
Eleazar and Ithamar, his sons who were left; 
Take the grain offering that remains of the 
offerings made by fire to Yahweh, and eat it 
without leaven beside the altar; for it is most 
holy. 

13 You must eat it in a holy place, because 
it is your share and your sons’ share of the of- 
ferings made by fire to Yahweh, for so I have 
been commanded. 

14 The breast of the wave offering and the 
thigh of the heave offering you shall eat in a 
clean place: you, your sons, and your daughters 
with you; for your share and your sons’ share; 
given from the sacrifices of peace offering from 
the children of Israyl. 

15 The thigh of the heave offering and the 
breast of the wave offering they shall bring with 
the offerings of fat made by fire to offer, as a 
wave offering in front of Yahweh. And it shall 
be yours, and your sons’ with you, by a statute 
forever, as Yahweh has commanded. 

16 When Mosheh diligently inquired about 
the goat of the sin offering, and found that it had 
been burned up, he was angry with Eleazar and 
Ithamar, Aaron’s remaining sons, and asked; 

17 Why have you not eaten the sin offering 
in a holy place? It is most holy, and Yahweh 
has given it to you to take away the guilt of the 
congregation, by making atonement for them in 


G2. As if you lament for 
them, preferring your carnal 
minds to Yahweh’s righteous 
judgment. Deuteronomy 
14:1, 33:9. 

R3. Men must not disturb 
the joy of Yahweh by let- 
ting their hair grow long, 
which is a sign of mourning 
the dead, and not rejoicing 
before Yahweh. 

G3. Nadab and Abihu being 
destroyed, and the rest being 
warned. 


R4. Do not drink wine in a 
manner that brings out its 
intoxicating force. 


RS. Observe this Law in or- 
der that you may be able to 
distinguish between a holy 
sacrificial act and one that 
has become profane.

front of Yahweh. 

18 Since its blood was not taken into the 
Holy Place, you should have eaten the goat in 
the holy sanctuary area, as I commanded. 

19 Then Aaron said to Mosheh; Today they 
have offered their sin offering, and their burnt 
offering in front of Yahweh; but such things 
have befallen me! If I had eaten the sin offering 
today, would it have been acceptable in Yah- 
weh’s sight? 

20 So when Mosheh heard this, he was ap- 
peased. 


CHAP. 11 


And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh and Aaron, 
saying to them: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; 
These are the animals you may eat among all 
the beasts upon the land: 

3 You may eat any animal that has a split 
hoof, completely divided, and which chews the 
cud; these you may eat. 

4 Nevertheless, there are some that only chew 
the cud, or only have a split hoof, you must not 
eat these: the camel, because it chews the cud, 
but does not have a split hoof, it is unclean to 
you. 

5 The coney, or rock badger, because it chews 
the cud, but does not have a split hoof, it is 
unclean to you; 

6 The rabbit, because it chews the cud, but 
does not have a split hoof, it is unclean to you; 

7 And the pig, although it has a split hoof 
completely divided, yet it does not chew the 
cud; it is ‘unclean to you. 

8 Their meat you shall not eat, and their 
carcasses you shall not touch. They ave unclean 
to you. 

9 These you may eat of all that are in the 
waters: whatever has both fins and scales in the 
waters, whether in the seas or in the rivers, that 
you may eat. 

10 But everything in the seas or in the rivers 
that does not have both fins and scales, whether 
among all the fish that school, or among all the 
other living creatures in the water: they are an 
abomination; 

11 And they will be an abomination to you. 
You must not eat their flesh, but you shall re- 
gard their carcasses as an abomination. 

12 Whatever is in the waters, not having both 
fins and scales, is to be abominable to you. 

13 These you shall regard as abominable 
among the birds; they shall not be eaten, for 
they are an abomination: the eagle, the vulture, 
the buzzard, 

14 The kite, and the falcon after their kinds; 

15 Every raven after its kind, 

16 The ostrich, the horned owl, the seagull, 
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and the hawk after its kind; 

17 The little owl, the fisher owl, and the 
screech owl; 

18 The white owl, the desert owl, the osprey; 

19 The stork, the heron after its kind, the 
hoopoe, and the bat. 

20 All flying insects that walk on all fours 
will be an abomination to you; 

21 Yet, these you may eat of every flying 
insect that walks on all fours: those which have 
jointed legs above their feet for hopping on the 
ground. 

22 These you may eat: the locust after its 
kind, the destroying locust after its kind, the 
cricket after its kind, and the grasshopper after 
its kind. 

23 But every other flying insect which has 
four feet shall be an abomination to you; 

24 And by these you will make yourself be- 
come unclean: whoever touches the carcass of 
any of them will be unclean until sunset; 

25 Whoever picks up one of their carcasses 
must wash his clothes, and be unclean until 
sunset; 

26 The carcass of every animal which does 
not have a split hoof, completely divided, and 
which also does not chew the cud, is unclean 
for you; everyone who touches its carcass shall 
be unclean. 

27 Of all the animals that walk on all fours, 
those that walk on their paws, are unclean for 
you; whoever touches any such carcass shall be 
unclean until sunset. 

28 Whoever picks up their carcasses shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean until sunset: 
they are unclean to you. 

29 Of the animals that move about on the 
ground, these are unclean to you: the mole, the 
rodent, and the large lizard after its kind; 

30 The gecko, the monitor lizard, the sand 
reptile, the sand lizard, and the chameleon. 

31 These are unclean to you among all that 
moves about on the ground. Whoever touches 
them, when they are dead, shall be unclean until 
evening. 

32 When one of them dies and falls on some- 
thing, that article, whatever its use, shall be 
unclean; whether an item of wood, clothing, 
skin, or sack, whatever item it is that is used in 
work, it must be put in water. And it shall be 
unclean until sunset; then it shall be clean. 

33 Any earthenware vessels, which their car- 
casses fall into, must be broken; and whatever 
was in the vessel shall be unclean: 

34 Any food that could be eaten, but has 
water on it from such a vessel, is unclean, and 
any liquid that could be drunk from it is unclean. 

35 Anything that one of their carcasses falls 
upon shall be unclean; a clay oven or cooking 
stove must be broken down. They become un- 
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clean, and shall be unclean to you. 

36 Nevertheless, a spring or a cistern for col- 
lecting water shall remain clean; but whoever 
touches one of these carcasses becomes unclean. 

37 Ifa carcass falls on any seeds that are to 
be sown, they remain clean; 

38 But if water has been put on the seed, 
then a carcass falls on it; it is then unclean to 
you. 

39 If an animal you are allowed to eat dies, 
he who touches its carcass shall be unclean until 
sunset; 

40 Anyone who eats of its carcass shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until sunset. He also 
who carries its carcass shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until sunset. 

41 Every creature that moves about on the 
ground, including worms, slugs, snails, turtles, 
lizards, frogs, and snakes, is an abomination. It 
shall not be eaten; 

42 Whether it moves about on its belly, or 
walks on all fours, or on many feet among all 
creatures that move about on the ground—these 
you shall not eat, for they are an abomination. 

43 You shall not make yourselves abomin- 
able with any creature that moves about on the 
ground. Do not defile yourselves by means of 
them, nor be made unclean by them. 

44 Iam Yahweh your Heavenly Father. You 
shall therefore consecrate and sanctify yourselves, 
and you shall be holy; for I am holy. Neither 
shall you defile yourselves with any creature 
that moves about on the ground. 

45 Iam Yahweh, Who brought you up out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your Heavenly Father. 
You shall therefore be holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the Law of the animals, and the 
birds, and every living thing that moves in the 
waters, and every creature that moves about on 
the ground. 

47 You must distinguish between the unclean 
and the clean—between the animal that may be 
eaten, and the animal that may not be eaten. 


CHAP. 12 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; If a 
woman has conceived, and gives birth to a male 
child, then she shall be unclean seven days; as 
in the days of her monthly period, she shall be 
unclean. 

3 On the eighth day the flesh of his foreskin 
must be circumcised. 

4 She shall then continue in the blood of her 
purification thirty-three more days. She shall not 
touch any holy thing; godesh, nor come into any 
consecrated place; miqqedash, until the days of 
her purification are over: for a total of forty days. 

5 However, if she gives birth to a female 
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child, then she shall be unclean two weeks, 
fourteen days, as in her monthly period; and she 
shall continue in the blood of her purification 
sixty-six more days: for a total of eighty days. 

6 When the days of her purification are over, 
whether for a son or a daughter, then she shall 
bring to the priest a lamb of the first year as 
a burnt offering, and a young pigeon or a tur- 
tledove as a sin offering, to the entrance of the 
Tent of Meeting. 

7 Then he shall offer it in front of Yahweh, 
to make atonement for her, and then she will 
be clean from her flow of blood. This is the 
Law for her who has given birth to a male or a 
female. 

8 If she is not able to bring a lamb, then 
she may bring two turtledoves or two young 
pigeons; one as a burnt offering and the other 
as a sin offering. In this way, the priest shall 
make atonement for her, and she will be clean. 


CHAP. 13 


And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh and Aaron, 
saying: 

2 When anyone has a swelling, or a rash, or 
a bright spot on his skin that may become an 
infectious skin disease like leprosy, then he shall 
be brought to Aaron the priest, or to one of his 
sons, the priests. 

3 The priest shall look at the sore on the 
skin of the body; and if the hair on the sore 
has turned white, and the sore appears deeper 
than the rest of his skin, it is an infectious skin 
disease. When the priest examines him, he shall 
pronounce him ceremonially unclean. 

4 If the spot on his skin is white, but does 
not appear to be more than skin deep, and the 
hair in it has not turned white, the priest is to 
put the infected person in isolation for seven 
days. 

5 On the seventh day, the priest is to examine 
him, and if he sees the sore is unchanged, and 
has not spread in the skin, he is to keep him 
isolated another seven days. 

6 On the next seventh day the priest is to 
examine him again, and if the sore has faded 
and has not spread in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean; it was only a rash. The 
man must wash his clothes, and he will be clean. 

7 But, if the rash does spread in his skin 
after he has shown himself to the priest to be 
pronounced clean, he must appear before the 
priest again. 

8 The priest is to examine him, and if the 
rash has spread in the skin, he shall pronounce 
him unclean; it is an infectious disease. 

9 When anyone has an infectious skin disease, 
he must be brought to the priest. 

10 The priest is to examine him, and if there 
is a white swelling in the skin that has turned 


G1. None were exempted. 
If the Priest pronounced a 
person unclean, that person 
was put out from among the 
people. See Numbers 12:14 
and II Chronicles 26:20. 


the hair white, and a spot of raw flesh is in the 
swelling, 

11 Then it is a chronic skin disease, and the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean. He shall 
not put him in isolation, for he is already pro- 
nounced unclean, and there is no question. 

12 If the disease breaks out all over the skin, 
and the infection covers all the skin of the in- 
fected person, from his head to his foot, every 
place the priest looks; 

13 Then the priest shall examine him, and 
if the disease has covered his whole body, he 
shall pronounce that person clean. Since it has 
all turned white, he is clean, 

14 But whenever raw flesh appears on him, 
he will be unclean. 

15 When the priest sees the raw flesh, he 
shall pronounce him unclean. The raw flesh is 
unclean; he has an infectious disease. 

16 Should the raw flesh change, and then 
turn white, he must go to the priest. 

17 The priest is to examine him, and if the 
sores have turned white, the priest shall pro- 
nounce the infected person clean. He is clean. 

18 When someone has a boil on his skin, and 
the boil heals, 

19 And in the place where the boil was, a 
white swelling or reddish-white spot appears, 
he must present himself to the priest. 

20 The priest is to examine it, and if it ap- 
pears to be more than skin deep, and the hair in 
it has turned white, the priest shall pronounce 
him S'unclean. It is an infectious skin disease 
that has broken out where the boil was. 

21 But if the priest examines it, and there is 
no white hair in it, and it is not more than skin 
deep, and has faded, then the priest is to put 
him in isolation for seven days. 

22 Ifit should have at all spread over the skin, 
then the priest shall pronounce him unclean. It 
is an infectious skin disease. 

23 But if the spot is unchanged, and has not 
spread, then it is only a scar from the boil, and 
the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

24 When someone receives a burn by fire 
on the skin, and a reddish-white or white spot 
appears in the raw flesh of the burn, 

25 The priest is to examine the spot, and if 
the hair in it has turned white, and it appears 
to be more than skin deep, it is an infectious 
disease that has broken out within the burn. 
The priest shall pronounce him unclean; it is 
an infectious skin disease. 

26 But if the priest examines it, and there is 
no white hair in the spot, and if the spot is not 
more than skin deep, and has faded, then the 
priest is to put him in isolation for seven days. 

27 On the seventh day the priest is to exa- 
mine him again, and if it is spreading in the skin, 
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the priest shall pronounce him unclean. It is an 
infectious skin disease. 

28 But if the spot is unchanged and has not 
spread within the skin, but has faded, it is a 
swelling from the burn, and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean. It is only a scar from the 
burn, and not infectious. 

29 If aman or woman has a sore on the head; 
in the hair, or on the chin; in the beard, 

30 The priest is to examine the sore, and if 
it appears to be more than skin deep, and the 
hair in it is yellow and thin, the priest shall 
pronounce that person unclean. It is an itch, 
an infectious disease of the head or chin. 

31 But if, when the priest examines the sore 
and it does not seem to be more than skin deep, 
and there is no black hair in it, then the priest is 
to put the infected person in isolation for seven 
days. 

32 On the seventh day the priest is to re- 
examine the sore, and if the itch has not spread, 
and there is no yellow hair in it, and it does not 
appear to be more than skin deep; 

33 Then he must be shaved, except for the 
diseased area, and the priest is to keep him in 
isolation another seven days. 

34 On the seventh day the priest is again to 
examine the itch, and if it has not spread in the 
skin, and appears to be no more than skin deep, 
the priest shall pronounce him clean. He must 
wash his clothes, and he will be clean. 

35 But if the itch does spread within the skin 
after he is pronounced clean, 

36 The priest is to re-examine him. If the itch 
then has spread in the skin, the priest does not 
need to look for yellow hair, there is no question: 
the person is unclean. 

37 But if, in his judgment it is unchanged, and 
black hair has grown in it, the itch has healed. 
He is clean, and the priest shall pronounce him 
clean. 

38 When a man or woman has white spots 
on the skin, 

39 The priest is to examine them. If the spots 
are dull white, then it is a harmless rash which 
has broken out on the skin; that person is clean. 

40 When a man has lost his hair, and is bald, 
he is clean. 

41 If he has lost his hair from the front of 
his scalp, and has a bald forehead, he is clean. 

42 But if he has a reddish-white sore on his 
bald head or forehead, it is an infectious disease 
breaking out on his head or forehead. 

43 The priest is to examine him, and if the 
swollen sore on his head or his forehead is 
reddish-white, like an infectious skin disease, 

44 The man is diseased, and is unclean. The 
priest shall pronounce him unclean, because of 


G1. In sign of sorrow and 
lamentation. 

G2. Either as a token of 
mourning, or to prevent 
infecting others. 
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the sore that is on his head. 

45 The person with such an infectious dis- 
ease must wear °!torn clothes, uncover his head, 
“cover the lower part of his face, and cry out; 
Unclean! Unclean! 

46 He shall be unclean all the days he has 
the sore. He is unclean, and shall live alone. He 
must live outside the camp. 

47 And if any clothing is contaminated with 
mildew: woolen or linen clothing, 

48 Any woven or knitted material of linen, or 
wool, any leather or anything made of leather, 

49 And if the contamination in the clothing, 
or leather, or woven or knitted material, or 
any leather article is greenish or reddish, it is 
a spreading mildew, and must be shown to the 
priest. 

50 The priest is to examine the mildew, and 
isolate the article in question for seven days. 

51 On the seventh day he is to re-examine it, 
and if the mildew has spread in the clothing, in 
the woven or knitted material, or in the leather, 
whatever its use, it is a destructive mildew; the 
article is unclean. 

52 He must burn up the clothing, the woven 
or knitted material of wool or linen, or any 
leather article having the contamination in it. 
The mildew is destructive; the article must be 
burned up. 

53 But if, when the priest examines it, the 
mildew has not spread in the clothing, or the 
woven or knitted material, or the leather article, 

54 He shall give instructions for the con- 
taminated article to be washed. Then he is to 
isolate it for another seven days. 

55 After the article in question has been 
washed, and after these seven days have passed, 
the priest is to re-examine it. If the mildew has 
not changed its appearance, even though it 
has not spread, it is unclean. Burn it with fire, 
whether the mildew has affected one side or 
the other. 

56 But if, when the priest examines it, the 
mildew has faded after the article has been 
washed, he is to tear the contaminated part out 
of the clothing, or the woven or knitted material, 
or the leather. 

57 But if it reappears in the clothing, the 
woven or knitted material, or in the leather 
article, it is spreading; and whatever has the 
mildew must be burned with fire. 

58 The clothing, or the woven or knitted 
material, or any leather article that has been 
washed and is rid of the mildew, must then be 
washed again, and it will be clean. 

59 This is the Law concerning contamination 


by mildew in woolen or linen clothing, woven 
or knitted material, or any leather article used 
for any purpose, for pronouncing them clean or 
unclean. 


CHAP. 14 
The Law of the Leprous 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 This shall be the Law for the leprous or 
diseased person, for the day of his cleansing 
when he shall be brought to the priest: 

3 The priest shall first go outside the camp, 
and examine him. If the person has been healed 
of his leprosy or infectious skin disease, 

4 The priest shall instruct him to take two 
live, clean birds, and some cedar wood, scarlet 
yarn, and hyssop; and bring it to the priests. 

5 Then the priest shall instruct that one of 
the living birds shall be killed over fresh water 
in a clay pot. 

6 He is then to take the other living bird and 
dip it, together with the cedar wood, the scarlet 
yarn, and the hyssop, into the blood of the bird 
that was killed over the fresh water. 

7 Seven times he shall sprinkle the one to 
be cleansed of the leprosy or the infectious 
disease, and pronounce him clean. Then he is 
to “release the living bird in the open fields. 

8 After this ceremony, he may come into 
the camp, but he must stay outside his tent for 
seven days. Then the person to be ceremonially 
cleansed must wash his clothes, shave off all 
his hair, and bathe with water; then he will be 
ceremonially cleansed. 

9 On the seventh day he must shave off all 
his hair: he must shave his head, his beard, his 
eyebrows, and the rest of his hair. He must wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself with water; and 
then he will be clean. 

10 On the eighth day he must bring two male 
lambs and one ewe lamb, each of the first year 
and each without blemish, along with three- 
tenths of an ephah; about 6 quarts, of fine flour 
mixed with oil for a grain offering, and a log of 
oil; about 2/3 of a pint of oil. 

11 The priest who is to pronounce him clean, 
shall present both the one to be cleansed, and 
his offerings, in front of Yahweh at the entrance 
to the Tent of Meeting. 

12 Then the priest is to take one of the male 
lambs, and offer it as a trespass offering, along 
with the log of oil. He shall wave both in front 
of Yahweh as a wave offering. 

13 Then he shall kill the lamb in the place 


G3. Signifying that he who 
was cleansed was set at 
liberty and restored to the 
congregation. 


where he kills the sin offering and the burnt 
offering; in a holy place. Just as the sin offering 
belongs to the priest, so also the trespass offering 
belongs to the priest. It is most holy. 

14 The priest is to take some of the blood of 
the trespass offering, and put it on the lobe of 
the right ear of the one to be cleansed, on the 
thumb of his right hand, and on the big toe of 
his right foot. 

15 The priest shall then take some of the 
log of oil, pour it into the palm of his own left 
hand, 

16 Dip his right forefinger into the oil in his 
palm, and with his finger sprinkle some of it in 
front of Yahweh seven times. 

17 The priest is to put some of the oil remain- 
ing in his palm on the lobe of the right ear of 
the one to be cleansed, on the thumb of his 
right hand, and on the big toe of his right foot, 
on top of the blood placed there previously from 
the trespass offering. 

18 The rest of the oil in his palm the priest 
shall put on the head of the one to be cleansed. 
So the priest shall make atonement for him in 
front of Yahweh. 

19 Then the priest is to kill the sin offering, 
and make atonement for the one to be cleansed 
from his uncleanness. After that, the priest shall 
kill the burnt offering, 

20 Offering it on the altar together with the 
grain offering. So the priest shall make atone- 
ment for him; and he shall be clean. 

21 But if he is a poor man, and cannot afford 
these, he must take one male lamb as a trespass 
offering to be waved, to make atonement for 
him; one-tenth of an ephah; about 2 quarts, of 
fine flour mixed with oil as a grain offering; a 
log of oil, 

22 And two turtledoves or two young pigeons, 
which he is able to afford: one shall be a sin 
offering, and the other shall be a burnt offering. 

23 On the eighth day he must bring them 
for his cleansing, to the priest at the entrance 
to the Tent of Meeting, in front of Yahweh. 

24 The priest is to take the lamb for the tres- 
pass offering, together with the log of oil, and 
wave them both in front of Yahweh, as a wave 
offering. 

25 He shall kill the lamb for the trespass 
offering, and take some of its blood and put 
it on the lobe of the right ear of the one to be 
cleansed, on the thumb of his right hand, and 
on the big toe of his right foot. 

26 The priest is to pour some of the oil into 
the palm of his own left hand, 

27 And with his right forefinger sprinkle 
some of the oil from his palm seven times in 
front of Yahweh. 

28 Some of the oil in his palm he is to put on 
the same places he put the blood of the trespass 
offering—on the lobe of the right ear of the one 
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to be cleansed, on the thumb of his right hand, 
and on the big toe of his right foot. 

29 The remaining oil in his /eft palm the 
priest shall put on the head of the one to be 
cleansed, to make atonement for him in front 
of Yahweh. 

30 Then he shall kill the turtledoves or the 
young pigeons, which the person can afford, 

31 Such as he is able to afford: one for the sin 
offering, and the other for the burnt offering, 
together with the grain offering. So the priest 
shall make atonement for him who is to be 
cleansed in front of Yahweh. 

32 This is the “Law for anyone who is leprous, 
or has an infectious skin disease, and who cannot 
afford the regular offerings for his cleansing. 

33 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

34 When you enter the land of Canaan, which 
I give you as a possession, and I put a spreading 
mildew in a house in that land, 

35 The owner of the house must go and tell 
the priest: I have seen something that looks like 
mildew in my house. 

36 The priest is to order the house to be emp- 
tied before he goes in to examine the mildew, 
so that nothing in the house will be pronounced 
unclean. After this, the priest is to go in and 
inspect the house. 

37 He is to examine the mildew on the walls, 
and if it has greenish or reddish depressions 
that appear to be deeper than the surface of 
the wall, 

38 The priest shall go out of the house, and 
at the entrance close up the house for seven 
days. 

39 On the seventh day the priest shall return 
to inspect the house. If the mildew has spread 
on the walls, 

40 He is to order that the contaminated stones 
be torn out, and thrown into an unclean place 
outside the town. 

41 He must have all the inside walls of the 
house scraped, and the material that is scraped 
off dumped into an unclean place outside the 
town. 

42 Then they are to take other stones to re- 
place these, and take new clay and plaster the 
house. 

43 Ifthe mildew reappears in the house after 
the stones have been torn out, and the house 
scraped and plastered, 

44 Then the priest is to go and examine it 
again, and if the mildew has spread in the house, 
it is a destructive mildew; the house is unclean. 

45 “The house must be torn down: all its 
stones, timbers, and all the plaster, and taken 
out of the town to an unclean place. 

46 Anyone who goes into the house while it 
is closed up will be unclean until sunset. 

47 Anyone who sleeps or eats in the house 
must wash his clothes. 


G1. This is appointed for 
the poor man. 


G2.That is, the house shall 
be commanded to be torn 
down and hauled to the 
place for unclean things out- 
side the camp as instructed 
in Leviticus 14:40. 


a. That is; Kisses, slobbers, 
coughs, etc. while talking to 
someone. 
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48 But if the priest comes to examine it, and 
the mildew has not spread after the house has 
been plastered, he shall pronounce the house 
clean, because the mildew is gone. 

49 To cleanse and purify the house, he is to 
take two birds, along with some cedar wood, 
scarlet yarn, and hyssop: 

50 And he shall kill one of the birds over 
fresh water in a clay pot. 

51 Then he is to take the cedar wood, the 
hyssop, the scarlet yarn and the living bird, dip 
them into the blood of the dead bird mixed with 
the fresh water, and sprinkle the house seven 
times. 

52 He shall cleanse and purify the house 
with the bird’s blood, the fresh water, the live 
bird, the cedar wood, the hyssop, and the scarlet 
yarn. 

53 Then he is to release the living bird in 
the open fields outside the town. In this way, 
he will make atonement for the house, and it 
will be clean. 

54 This is the Law for any leprous or infec- 
tious skin diseases, for an itch, 

55 For mildew in clothing, or in a house, 

56 And for a swelling, a rash, or a bright 
spot— 

57 To determine when something is clean or 
unclean. This is the Law of leprosy, or infectious 
skin diseases, and mildew. 


CHAP. 15 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say 
to them; When any man has a discharge, the 
discharge is unclean. 

3 Whether it continues flowing from his body, 
or is blocked; it will make him unclean. This is 
how his discharge will bring about uncleanness: 

4 Every bed the man with a discharge lies on 
will be unclean, and anything he sits on will be 
unclean. 

5 Anyone who touches his bed must wash 
his clothes, and bathe with water, and he will 
be unclean until sunset. 

6 Whoever sits on anything that the man with 
a discharge sat on, must wash his clothes and 
bathe with water, and he will be unclean until 
sunset. 

7 Whoever touches the flesh of a man who 
has a discharge, must wash his clothes, and bathe 
with water, and he will be unclean until sunset. 

8 If the man with the discharge “spits on 
someone who is clean, that person must wash 
his clothes, and bathe with water, and he will 
be unclean until sunset. 

9 Everything the man sits on when riding 
will be unclean, 


10 And whoever touches any of the things 
that were under him, will be unclean until sun- 
set. Whoever picks up those things, must wash 
his clothes and bathe with water, and he will be 
unclean until sunset. 

11 Anyone the man with a discharge touch- 
es, without rinsing his hands with water, must 
wash his clothes, and bathe with water, and he 
will be unclean until sunset. 

12 Aclay pot that the man touches must be 
broken, and any wooden article is to be rinsed 
with water. 

13 When a man is cleansed from his dis- 
charge, he is to count off seven clear days for 
his ceremonial cleansing. He must wash his 
clothes and bathe himself with running water, 
and he will be clean. 

14 On the eighth day he must take two tur- 
tledoves, or two young pigeons, and come in 
front of Yahweh to the entrance to the Tent 
of Meeting, and give them to the priest. 

15 The priest is to kill them; one for a sin 
offering, and the other for a burnt offering. So 
the priest shall make atonement for him in front 
of Yahweh, because of his discharge. 

16 When any man has an emission of semen, 
then he shall bathe all his body in water, and 
he will be unclean until sunset. 

17 Any clothing or leather that has semen 
on it must be washed with water, and it will be 
unclean until sunset. 

18 When a man lies with a woman, and there 
is an emission of semen, both must bathe with 
water, and they will be unclean until sunset. 

19 When a woman’s flow of blood; niddah, 
zavah, "has ended, she ‘will continue in her 
impurity for seven days. Anyone who touches 
her during this time will be unclean until sunset. 

20 Anything she lies on during her period 
will be unclean, and anything she sits on will 
be unclean. 

21 Whoever touches her bed, must wash his 
clothes, and bathe with water, and he will be 
unclean until sunset. 

22 Whoever touches anything she sits on, 
must wash his clothes, and bathe with water, 
and he will be unclean until sunset. 

23 Whether it is the bed or anything she was 
sitting on, when anyone touches it, he will be 
unclean until sunset. 

24 If a man lies with her, and her monthly 
flow touches him, he will be unclean for seven 
days; any bed he lies on will be unclean. 

25 When a woman has a discharge of blood 
for many days at a time other than her monthly 
period; zavah, or has a discharge that continues 
beyond her period; zavah, she will be unclean 
as long as she has the discharge. She will be 
unclean just as in the days of her period.

If he comes into the 
Most Holy Place at any 
time other than the Day of 
Atonement he will die. 


26 Any bed she lies on, while her discharge 
continues, will be unclean: as her bed is during 
her monthly period, and anything she sits on 
will be unclean, just as during her monthly period. 

27 Whoever touches them will be unclean; 
he must wash his clothes, and bathe with water, 
and he will be unclean until sunset. 

28 When her discharge has finally stopped, 
she must count off seven clear days; then she 
will be ceremonially clean. 

29 On the eighth day she must take two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, and bring 
them to the priest at the entrance to the Tent 
of Meeting. 

30 The priest is to kill one for a sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering. In this way, 
he will make atonement for her before Yahweh, 
for the uncleanness of her discharge; zavah. 

31 °%'You must keep the children of Israyl 
aware of and separate from, things that make 
them unclean, so they will not die in their 
uncleanness 'BY DEFILING MY TABER- 
NACLE which is among them. 

32 These are the Laws for the man who has 
a discharge, for anyone made unclean by an 
emission of semen, 

33 For a woman in her monthly period; nid- 
dah, for a man with a discharge, or a woman 
with a discharge; zavah, and for a man who lies 
with a woman who is ceremonially unclean. 


CHAP. 16 


And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh after the death 
of the two sons of Aaron, when they offered 
unauthorized and profane fire in front of Yah- 
weh, and died. 

2 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: Tell your 
brother Aaron not to come whenever he chooses 
into the Most Holy Place; the Holy of Holies, 
behind the Veil—in front of the mercy seat; 
the atonement cover, on the ark; otherwise, R'he 
will die, because I appear in the cloud over the 
mercy seat. 

3 This is how Aaron is to come into the *Most 
Holy Place: with the blood of a young bull for a 
sin offering, and of a ram for a burnt offering. 

4 He is to put on the holy linen tunic, with 
the linen undergarments next to his body. He 
is to tie the linen sash around him, and put on 
the linen turban; the High Priest’s mitznepheth. 
These are holy garments; so he must bathe 
himself with water before he puts them on. 

5 And he shall take from the congregation 
of the children of Israyl, two male goats for a 
sin offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 


1. Verse 15:31—Only a ceremonially clean person could make his 
appearance at the entrance to the Tent of Meeting. 

2. Verse 16:3—The High Priest could enter the Most Holy Place 
ONLY on the Day of Atonement. 
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6 Aaron is to offer the bull for his own sin 
offering first, to make atonement for himself 
and his household; 

7 Then he is to take the two goats, and pre- 
sent them in front of Yahweh, at the entrance 
to the Tent of Meeting. 

8 He is to cast lots for the two goats—one lot 
for Yahweh, and the other for the scapegoat; 
azazel, goat of removal. 

9 Aaron shall bring the goat whose lot falls 
to Yahweh, and kill it for a sin offering; 

10 But the goat chosen by lot as the scapegoat, 
shall be presented alive in front of Yahweh, to 
be used for making atonement by sending it 
into the wilderness as a scapegoat. 

11 Aaron shall bring the bull for his own sin 
offering to make atonement for himself and his 
household, and he is to kill the bull for his own 
sin offering. 

12 He is to take a censer full of burning 
coals from the altar in front of Yahweh, and 
two handfuls of finely ground sweet incense, 
and take them behind the Veil. 

13 He is to put the incense on the fire in front 
of Yahweh, and the smoke of the incense will 
conceal the mercy seat; the atonement cover, 
above the Testimony, so that he will not die. 

14 He is to take some of the bull’s blood, and 
with his finger sprinkle it on the mercy seat, on 
the east; and in front of the mercy seat he shall 
sprinkle seven times. 

15 He shall then kill the goat of the sin offer- 
ing for the people, and take its blood behind 
the Veil, and do with it as he did with the bull’s 
blood: He shall sprinkle it on the mercy seat 
and in front of it. 

16 In this way, he will make atonement for 
the Most Holy Place, because of the uncleanness 
and rebellion of the children of Israyl, whatever 
their sins have been. He is to do the same for the 
Tent of Meeting; the Holy Place, which remains 
among them in the midst of their uncleanness. 

17 No one is to be in the Tent of Meeting; 
the Holy Place, from the time Aaron goes in to 
make atonement in the Most Holy Place, until 
he comes out; and first having made atonement 
for himself and his household, and for the whole 
congregation of Israyl. 

18 Then he shall come out to the altar that 
is in front of Yahweh, and make atonement 
for it. He shall take some of the bull’s blood, 
and some of the goat’s blood, and put it on the 
horns of the altar. 

19 He shall sprinkle some of the blood on it 
with his finger seven times; to cleanse it, and to 
consecrate and sanctify it from the uncleanness 
of the children of Israyl. 

20 When Aaron has finished making atone- 
ment for the Most Holy Place, the Tent of Meet- 
ing; the Holy Place, and the altar, he then shall 
bring forward the live goat. 


G1. This goat is a represen- 
tation of Yahshua Messiah, 
Who bore the sins of the 
people. Isayah 53:4. 
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21 And Aaron shall lay both his hands on 
the head of the live goat, confess over it all the 
iniquities of the children of Israyl, and all their 
transgressions, concerning all their sins and 
rebellion; °'putting them on the head of the 
goat, and shall send it away into the wilderness, 
by the hand of a man appointed for the task. 

22 The goat shall carry on itself all their in- 
iquities; and in a solitary place he shall release 
the goat in the wilderness. 

23 Then Aaron is to go into the Tent of 
Meeting; the Holy Place, and take off the linen 
garments he put on before he entered the Most 
Holy Place, and he is to leave them there. 

24 He shall bathe himself with water in a holy 
place, and put on his regular garments. Then he 
shall come out, and kill the burnt offering for 
himself, and the burnt offering for the people; 
to make atonement for himself and for the 
people. 

25 He shall also burn the fat of the sin offering 
on the altar. 

26 The man who releases the goat as a scape- 
goat must wash his clothes and bathe himself 
with water. Afterward, he may come into the 
camp. 

27 The bull and the goat for the sin offer- 
ings, whose blood was brought into the Most 
Holy Place, to make atonement, must be taken 
outside the camp. There, their hides, flesh, and 
offal are to be burned up. 

28 The man who burns them must wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself with water. Afterward, 
he may come into the camp. 

29 This shall be a statute forever for you: On 
the Tenth Day of the Seventh Moon you shall 
afflict your souls; 'you must fast, and do no work 
at all—whether a native of your own country, 
or a stranger who sojourns among you. 

30 For on that day ATONEMENT will be 
made for you, to cleanse you from all your sins 
in front of Yahweh. 

31 It is a Sabbath of solemn rest for you, 
and you shall afflict your souls. It is a statute 
forever. 

32 And the priest, who is anointed, and con- 
secrated, and ordained to succeed his father as 
High Priest, is to make atonement. He is to put 
on the holy linen garments, 

33 And make atonement for the Most Holy 
Place, for the Tent of Meeting; the Holy Place, 
and the altar, and for the priests, and all the 
people of the congregation. 

34 This shall be an everlasting statute for 
you, to make atonement for the children of 
Israyl for all their sins once a year. And he did 
as Yahweh commanded Mosheh. 


1. Verse 16:29—No food or drink of any kind is to be consumed 
on THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, which is from the sunset ending 
the Ninth Day of the Seventh Moon of Yahweh’s Sacred Year 
until the sunset ending the Tenth Day of Yahweh’s Sacred Year. 
Leviticus 23:27-32. 


CHAP. 17 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to Aaron, to his sons, and to all the 
children of Israyl, and say to them; This is what 
Yahweh has commanded: 

3 Whatever man of the house of Israyl who 
sacrifices a cow, or a bull, a lamb, or a goat; in 
the camp, or outside of it; 

4 And does not bring it to the entrance of the 
Tent of Meeting, to present it as an offering to 
Yahweh in front of the Tabernacle of Yahweh, 
that man shall be considered guilty of bloodshed. 
He has shed blood, and must be cut off from 
his people. 

5 This is so the children of Israyl will bring 
to Yahweh the sacrifices they are now making 
in the open fields. They must bring them to the 
priest, that is, to Yahweh, at the entrance of the 
Tent of Meeting, and sacrifice them as peace 
offerings. 

6 The priest is to sprinkle the blood against 
the altar of Yahweh, at the entrance of the Tent 
of Meeting, and burn the fat as a pleasing aroma 
to Yahweh. 

7 They must no longer offer any of their 
sacrifices to the “demons (gods, elohim), after 
whom they have “prostituted themselves, playing 
the harlot. This shall be a statute forever for 
them throughout their generations. 

8 Say to them; Whatever man of the house 
of Israyl, or of the strangers who sojourn among 
you, who offers a burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And does not bring it to the entrance of 
the Tent of Meeting to sacrifice it to Yahweh, 
that man must be cut off from his people. 

10 Whatever man of the house of Israyl, or 
of the strangers who sojourn among you, who 
eats any blood, I will set My face against that 
person who eats blood; and will cut him off from 
among his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh is in the blood, 
and I have given it to you to make an atonement 
for yourselves on the altar. It is the blood that 
makes atonement for one’s life. 

12 Therefore, I say to the children of Israyl; 
No one among you shall eat blood, nor shall any 
stranger who sojourns among you eat blood. 

13 Whatever man of the children of Israyl, 
or of the strangers who sojourn among you, 
who hunts and catches any animal or bird that 
may be “eaten, he shall pour out its blood, and 
cover it with dust; 

14 For it is the life of all flesh. Its blood sus- 
tains its life. Therefore, I said to the children of 
Israyl: You shall not eat the blood of any flesh; 
for the life of all flesh is its blood. Whoever eats 
it shall be cut off. 

15 Anyone, whether he is a native of your 
own country or a stranger, who eats anything 
found dead, or torn by wild animals, he shall 


G2. That they should not 
practice the godworship 
(the worship of elohim) that 
they had learned among the 
Egyptians. 


G3. Meaning whatever 
or whoever is not Yahweh. 
Psalm 95:3, I Corinthians 
10:20. 

G4. Godworship (the wor- 
ship of elohim) is spiritual 
whoredom because faith 
toward Yahweh is broken. 


G5. Iwill declare My wrath 
by taking vengeance upon 
him. Leviticus 20:3. 


G6. Which the Law per- 
mits to be eaten because it 
is clean. Leviticus Chapter 
11. 


R1. I am He Who spoke to 
you on Mount Sinai. I am 
Yahweh your Father, Whose 
kingship you did accept. 
Therefore, accept My Laws. 
R2. This tells us that the 
deeds of the Egyptians and 
Canaanites were more cor- 
rupt than those of all other 
nations, and that the area in 
Egypt in which the children 
of Israyl resided was more 
corrupt than any other area 
in Egypt. See also Amosyah 
3:6-7. 

G1. You shall preserve your- 
selves from these practices 
which the Egyptians and 
Canaanites do. 

a. That is; By keeping 
these Laws you will attain 
eternal life. Deuteronomy 
8:3, Mattithyah 4:4. 

G2. Therefore, you should 
serve Me, Yahweh, only, and 
be My people. 

R3. Who am faithful to 
pay your reward. See also 
I Corinthians 1:9, 10:13, I 
Thessalonians 5:24, and II 
Thessalonians 3:3. 


G3. Because the godwor- 
shippers (worshippers of 
elohim) among whom Yah- 
weh’s people lived were giv- 
en to these horrible incests, 
Yahweh charges His people 
to beware the same. 


both wash his clothes and bathe in water, and 
be unclean until sunset; then he shall be clean. 

16 But if he does not wash his clothes nor 
bathe his body in water, then he shall bear his 
iniquity. 


CHAP. 18 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl and say to 
them; R'I am Yahweh your Father. 

3 After the S'doings of the land of Egypt 
where you dwelt, shall you not do; and after 
the doings of the land of Canaan, where I am 
bringing you, shall you not do; neither shall you 
walk in their ordinances. 

4 You shall observe and do My judgments, 
and keep My ordinances, to walk in them. I am 
Yahweh. 

5 You must therefore keep My statutes, and 
My judgments, which, if a man does, “he will live 
through them. ®I am Yahweh. 

6 None of you shall approach anyone who 
is near of kin to him, in order to have sexual 
relations. lam Yahweh. 

7 The nakedness of your father, which is the 
nakedness of your mother, you shall not uncover; 
she is your mother. Do not have sexual relations 
with her. 

8 Do not have sexual relations with your 
father’s wife, though not your own mother; it is 
your father’s nakedness. 

9 You shall not have sexual relations with 
your sister, the daughter of your father or of 
your mother, whether born at home or born 
abroad. 

10 You must not have sexual relations with 
your son’s daughter or your daughter’s daugh- 
ter; your granddaughters. Their nakedness you 
shall not uncover, for they are your own flesh. 

11 You must not have sexual relations with 
your father’s wife’s daughter, begotten by your 
father; she is your sister; you shall not uncover 
her nakedness. 

12 You shall not have sexual relations with 
your father’s sister; your aunt. She is your fa- 
ther’s near kinswoman. 

13 You shall not have sexual relations with 
your mother’s sister; your aunt. She is your 
mother’s near kinswoman. 

14 You shall not have sexual relations with 
your father’s brother’s wife. You shall not ap- 
proach his wife; she is your aunt. 

15 You shall not uncover the nakedness of 
your daughter-in-law. She is your son’s wife; 
you shall not have sexual relations with her. 

16 You shall not have sexual relations with 
your “brother’s wife; your sister-in-law. She 
belongs to your brother. 

17 You shall not marry a woman and her 
daughter, nor shall you take her son’s daughter 
or her daughter’s daughter; her granddaughter, 
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to have sexual relations. They are her near 
kinswomen; it is wickedness and lewdness. 

18 You must not marry a woman in addition 
to her sister, to be a rival to her, having sexual 
relations with the second sister while in the 
dwelling in which the first sister is living. 

19 Also, you shall not have sexual relations 
with a woman during the uncleanness of her 
monthly period; niddah, nor during any similar 
uncleanness; zavah. 

20 Moreover, you shall not have sexual re- 
lations with your neighbor’s wife, "to defile 
yourself, along with her. 

21 You shall not give any of your children to 
be passed through the ‘fire, to P*sacrifice them 
to “{Molech. You shall not profane the Name of 
Yahweh by giving your children to gods (elohim). 
Iam Yahweh. 

22 You shall not have sexual relations with 
a man, as with a woman. It is an abomination. 

23 Neither shall you have sexual relations 
with any animal and defile yourself, along with it; 
neither shall any woman present herself to have 
sexual relations with an animal. It is confusion 
and perversion. 

24 Do not defile yourselves in any of these 
ways, for this is how the nations that I am going 
to drive out before you became defiled: 

25 And the land is defiled. “Therefore I 
S5punish the sin thereof upon it, and the land 
itself °°vomits out her inhabitants. 

26 You shall therefore keep My statutes and 
My judgments, and you must not commit any 
of these abominations; neither any of your own 
nation nor any of the strangers that sojourn 
among you— 

27 (For all these abominations have the 
people of the land done, who were before you, 
and thus the land is defiled; unholy) — 

28 Or the land will “vomit you out, if you 
defile it, as it vomited out the nations that were 
before you. 

29 For whosoever shall commit any of these 
abominations, the person who commits them 
shall be Scut off from among his people. 

30 Therefore you shall keep My ordinance, 
and commit none of these abominable customs, 
which were committed before you, and that you 
do not defile yourselves with them. I am Yahweh 
your Father. 


CHAP. 19 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israyl, and say to them; ®°You shall be 
S-Reholy, for I, Yahweh, your Heavenly Father 
am Holy. 

3 Every one of you shall ‘honor his mother 
and his father, and keep My Sabbaths. I am 
Yahweh your Father. 

4 Do not turn to ®’gods (elohim), nor make

d. This will come to pass on 
the Great and Terrible Day 
of Yahweh. Revelation 1:10. 
G5. I will punish the land 
where such incestuous mar- 
riages and pollutions are 
being committed. 

G6. The word vomit illus- 
trates that such practices 
as these turn the stomachs 
of the righteous. 

G7. They will be vomited out 
because of wicked marriages, 
their unnatural sexual prac- 
tices, their godworship (their 
worship of elohim), and their 
worship of abominations 
such as Molech. 

G8. They will be put to death 
by the edge of the sword, or 
Yahweh will strike them with 
some deadly plague. 


RS. If you do defile your- 
selves with these abomi- 
nations and do not repent, 
I will no longer be your 
Heavenly Father. You have 
cut yourselves off from me. 
What use, then, can I have 
of you? You deserve anni- 
hilation! 

G9. Cleanse yourselves of 
all pollution, godworship 
(the worship of elohim), and 
superstition, both inwardly 
and outwardly. 

R6. Keep yourselves aloof 
from the forbidden sexual 
practices just listed, and 
overcome your lust. Mat- 
tithyah 5:27-28. 

e. That is; Show proper re- 
spect and obedience to those 
who have the rule over you, 
because they watch over your 
souls. Hebrews 13:17. 

R7. To worship them. 


G1. That is; Of your own 
accord. 


@ Verses 19:5-11—These 
are Laws of Yahweh. It is 
a sin to transgress them. I 
Yahchanan 3:4. 

R1. If you steal from your 
brother, you will in the end 
come to deny it, and then 
you will tell another lie to 
cover up your first lie, and 
you will ultimately swear 
falsely. 

a. This is the exact oppo- 
site of true love or even pity. 
R2. That is; Giving a new- 
comer or one not well-versed 
improper advice. 

b. Do not let one who is 
great or one who is poor 
pervert your judgment. 
R3. Do not let the poor per- 
vert your judgment. Do not 
let the great pervert your 
judgment. Judge each case 
based upon what is right 
regardless of the status of 
those seeking judgment. 
R4. All those who sow dis- 
cord between people, and all 
who speak slander go into 
their friends’ houses in order 
to spy out what evil they can 
see there, or what evil they 
can hear so that they may 
tell it in the streets. 

G2. As a slanderer, back- 
biter, or one who stirs up 
quarrels and arguments. 
RS. Do not let a man be put 
to death when your testimo- 
ny would save him. 

G3.Do not consent to a 
man’s being wrongfully put 
to death. Do not conspire 
with the wicked. 

R6. I am Yahweh, Who is 
faithful in paying reward to 
those who keep My Laws, 
and Who am certain to 
punish those who transgress 
them. 

c. Yahweh separated each 
beast after its kind. Genesis 
1:1-25. So, this is not speak- 
ing of crossbreeding two dif- 
ferent kinds of cattle. What 
this actually means, however, 
is that man must not deviate 
from the appointed order of 
things, nor go against the 
eternal laws of nature as es- 
tablished by Yahweh. For 
instance altering the genes 
of an animal to be able to 
mix with a plant, or, to alter 
the genes of two different 
species of animals so that 
they may crossbreed, such 
as crossing a dog with a cat. 
This scripture also refers to 
one who is of The House of 
Yahweh marrying an unbe- 
liever. See also Deuterono- 
my 7:1-5 and Ezrayah 9:2. 


LEVITICUS 20 


for yourselves molten images: I am Yahweh 
your Father. 

5 Ifyou offer a sacrifice of peace offering to 
Yahweh, you shall offer it of your own “'free will. 

6 @It shall be eaten the same day you offer 
it, and also on the next day; but if any remains 
until the third day, it must be burned in the fire. 

7 If it is eaten at all on the third day, it is an 
abomination. It shall then not be accepted by 
Yahweh. 

8 Whoever eats it shall bear responsibility for 
his sin, because he has profaned what is holy to 
Yahweh; that person shall be cut off from his 
people. 

9 When you reap the harvest of your land, 
you shall not completely harvest the corners of 
your field, nor shall you gather the gleanings of 
your harvest. 

10 You shall not glean your vineyard, nor shall 
you gather every grape of your vineyard. You 
shall leave them for the poor and the stranger; 
Iam Yahweh your Father. 

11 ®'You shall not steal, nor deal falsely, nor 
lie one to another. 

12 Do not vow falsely with My Name, and so 
profane the Name of your Father. I am Yahweh. 

13 You shall not defraud your neighbor, nor 
rob him. Do not hold back the wages of a hired 
man overnight. 

14 *Do not curse the deaf or *’*put a stum- 
blingblock in front of the blind; but reverence 
your Father. I am Yahweh. 

15 "Do not pervert judgment: >You shall 
not show partiality to the poor, nor honor to 
the person of the great. In righteousness you 
shall judge your neighbor fairly. 

16 ™You shall not go about tale-bearing or 
“slandering among your people. Do not do 
anything that endangers your neighbor’s “life. 
R6] am Yahweh. 

17 You shall not hate your neighbor in your 
heart. Rebuke your brother or your sister frankly, 
so you will not share in his or her guilt. 

18 Do not seek revenge nor bear a grudge 
against one of your own people; but you shall 
love your neighbor; whether a brother or an 
enemy, as yourself. I am Yahweh. 

19 You must keep My statutes. “You must 
not let your livestock breed with another kind. 
You shall not sow your field with mixed seed. 
You shall not wear clothing woven of linen and 
wool, as the holy things in the Tent of Meeting 
are made. 

20 Whoever has sexual relations with a slave 
woman betrothed as a concubine to another man, 
but who has not been ransomed nor given her 
freedom, there shall be due punishment; but 
they shall not be put to death, because she was 
not free. 

21 And he who is guilty shall bring his tres- 
pass offering to Yahweh, to the entrance to the 


Tent of Meeting; a ram as a trespass offering. 
22 The priest shall make atonement for him 
with the ram of the trespass offering in front of 
Yahweh, for his sin which he has done. And the 
sin he has committed shall be forgiven him. 

23 When you have come into the land, and 
plant any kind of fruit tree, regard its fruit as 
“uncircumcised, that is, forbidden. Three years 
it shall be forbidden to you. It shall not be eaten. 

24 In the fourth year all its fruit will be holy, 
as a PRAISE OFFERING to Yahweh, which 
you will give to the priests. 

25 Then, in the fifth year, you may eat its 
fruit. In this way, your harvest will be increased. 
Iam Yahweh your Father. 

26 You shall not eat anything with the blood. 
S5You shall not practice divination nor soothsay- 
ing. 

27 You shall not shave around the sides; 
rounding the corners, of your head, nor trim the 
corners of your beard; °°disfiguring the edges of 
your beard. 

28 ®’You shall not cut your bodies for the 
dead, nor put "tattoo marks upon yourselves. 
Iam Yahweh. 

29 Do not ®*prostitute your daughter, to 
cause her to be a harlot; or the land will fall 
into harlotry, and the land will become full of 
wickedness. 

30 You shall reverence Me, by keeping My 
Sabbaths at My Sanctuary; I am Yahweh. 

31 ‘Do not turn to mediums nor familiar 
spirits. "°Do not seek after them, to be defiled 
by them. I am Yahweh. 

32 You shall “stand up before the gray head- 
ed, and you shall ‘honor the presence of an 
Elder or Teacher; thereby giving reverence to 
your Heavenly Father. I am Yahweh. 

33 Ifa stranger lives with you in your land, 
do not mistreat him. 

34 The stranger living with you must be treat- 
ed as one of your native-born, and you shall love 
him as yourself; for you were strangers in the 
land of Egypt. lam Yahweh. 

35 Do not use dishonest standards when 
measuring length, weight, or quantity. 

36 You shall have honest balances, honest 
weights, an honest ephah; a dry measure, and 
an honest hin; a liquid measure. I am Yahweh 
your Father Who brought you out of the land 
of Egypt; 

37 ‘Therefore, you must observe all My stat- 
utes and My judgments, and perform and do 
them. I am Yahweh. 


CHAP. 20 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 
2 Again you shall say to the children of 
Israyl; Whoever among the children of Israyl, 


G4. It shall be unclean, as 
the thing which is not cir- 
cumcised. 


G5. To see which days are fa- 
vored by the gods (elohim). 


Go. As the Gentiles do in 
their worship of the dead. 


R7. This was the practice of 
the Amorites when someone 
belonging to them died.

R8. Do not be one who gives 
his unmarried daughter into 
an unlawful marriage or 
slave contract.

This is a warning ad- 
dressed to the necroman- 
cers and the charmers 
themselves. Do not seek to 
busy yourselves with them, 
for if you busy yourselves 
with them, you will become 
defiled in Yahweh’s sight, 
and He will abhor you. 
G8. In token of reverence. 
e. Traditionally translated 
honor the presence of an 
old man. The Code of Jewish 
Law by Solomon Ganzfried, 
Volume 4, Chapter 144, 
states that this scripture is 
correctly translated when 
it reads honor the presence 
of an Elder or Teacher. See 
also Numbers 11:16. 


f. In so doing, you honor 
Yahweh. Leviticus 19:12.

Outreach must 
be made to those who have 
been called out by Yahweh 
to leave these adulterous 
practices.

he shall surely be put to death. The people of 
the land shall stone him with stones.@ 

3 Iwill set My face against that man and will 
cut him off from his people; for by giving his 
*children to Molech, he has defiled My Sanc- 
tuary, and profaned My Holy Name. 

4 And if the people of the land should in any 
way "hide their eyes from that man, when he 
gives some of his ‘children to Molech; and they 
Sdo not kill him, 

5 Then I will set My face against that man 
and against his family, and will cut off their 
people; both him, and all who follow him in 
‘prostituting themselves to **Molech. 

6 And the person who turns to mediums and 
familiar spirits, to “prostitute himself with them, 
I will set My face against that person, and cut 
him off from his people. 

7 Consecrate and sanctify yourselves there- 
fore, and be holy, for I am Yahweh your Father. 

8 You must therefore keep My statutes, and 
perform and do them; I am Yahweh Who con- 
secrates and sanctifies you. 

9 If anyone curses his father or mother, he 
shall surely be put to death. He has cursed his 
father or his mother. His blood shall be upon 
his own head. 

10 The man who commits adultery with an- 
other man’s wife, or with the wife of his brother, 
the adulterer and adulteress shall surely be put 
to death. 

11 The man who has sexual relations with 
his father’s wife has uncovered his father’s 
nakedness; both of them shall surely be put 
to death. Their blood shall be upon their own 
heads. 

12 If a man has sexual relations with his 
daughter-in-law, both of them shall surely be 
put to death. They have committed perversion. 
Their blood shall be upon their own heads. 

13 Ifa man has sexual relations with a male, 
as he has sexual relations with a woman, both 
of them have committed an abomination. They 
shall surely be put to death. Their blood shall 
be upon their own heads. 

14 Ifa man marries a woman and also her 
mother, it is wickedness. They shall be burned 
with fire, both he and they, in order that there 
may be no wickedness among you. 

15 If a man has sexual relations with an 
animal, he shall surely be put to death, and you 
shall kill the animal. 

16 If a woman approaches an animal and 
has sexual relations with it, you shall kill the 
woman and the animal. They shall surely be 
put to death. Their blood is upon them. 

17 Ifa man marries his sister, the daughter 
of either his father or his mother, and they 
have sexual relations, it is a wicked thing. 
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They must be cut off in the sight of their 
people; he has uncovered his sister’s naked- 
ness, and he will bear the guilt of his sin. 

18 If a man lies with a woman during her 
monthly period; niddah, or during her other 
uncleanness; zavah, and has sexual relations with 
her, he has exposed the source of her flow, and 
she has also uncovered it. Both of them must 
be cut off from their people. 

19 Do not have sexual relations with the sis- 
ter of your mother or the sister of your father; 
your aunt, for that would uncover his near of 
kin. They shall bear their guilt. 

20 If a man has sexual relations with his un- 
cle’s wife; his aunt, he has uncovered his uncle’s 
nakedness. They will bear their sin; they shall 
die childless. 

21 ‘Ifa man marries his brother’s wife, it is 
an unclean, impure thing. He has uncovered his 
brother’s nakedness. They shall be childless. 

22 You must therefore keep all My statutes 
and all My judgments, and perform and do them, 
so that the land where I am bringing you to live 
may not vomit you out; 

23 And you must not walk according to the 
customs of the nations that I am going to drive 
out before you. Because they committed all 
these things, I abhorred and loathed them. 

24 But I have said to you: You shall inherit 
their land, and I will give it to you to possess, a 
land “flowing with milk and honey. I am Yah- 
weh your Father Who has separated and set 
you apart from the nations. 

25 You must therefore distinguish between 
clean and unclean animals, and between clean 
and unclean birds. You shall not “make your- 
selves abominable by animal or by bird, or by 
any kind of living thing that moves along on 
the ground—those which I have set apart as 
unclean for you. 

26 You are to be My holy ones, for I, Yahweh, 
am Holy, and have separated and set you apart 
from the nations; I have called you out, that you 
should be Mine. 

27 A man or woman who is a medium, or 
who has familiar spirits, shall surely be put to 
death; they shall stone them with stones. Their 
blood shall be upon their own heads. 


CHAP. 21 


Yahweh spoke to Mosheh: Speak to the or- 
dinary priests, the sons of Aaron, and say to 
them; None shall make himself ceremonially 
unclean for those who die among his people, 
2 Except for his relatives who are nearest to 
him: his wife who is as his own body, his mother, 
his father, his son, his daughter, and his brother;

4 Otherwise, he must not defile himself; mak- 
ing himself ceremonially unclean, being a chief 
man among his people, to profane himself. 

5 Priests must not shave their heads, nor 
shave off the edges of their beards, nor make 
any cuttings in their bodies. 

6 They shall be holy to their Father and not 
profane the Name of their Father. Because they 
offer the offerings of Yahweh made by fire, the 
food of their Father, they are to be holy. 

7 They must not marry women defiled by 
harlotry, nor women who have '“divorced; sep- 
arated themselves from, their husbands; for the 
priest is holy to Yahweh. 

8 Therefore you shall °'regard him as holy, 
because they offer of the food of Yahweh. He 
shall be holy to you, for I, Yahweh, Who sets 
you apart as holy, am Holy. 

9 If a priest’s daughter defiles herself by 
playing the harlot, she profanes her father. She 
shall be burned with fire. 

10 And the High Priest among his brethren, 
upon whose head the anointing oil was poured, 
and who is consecrated to wear the High Priest's 
garments, must not “uncover his head nor tear 
his clothes in mourning, for any person whatsoever. 

11 He shall not go near any dead body; he 
must not defile himself, not even for his father 
or his mother, 

12 Nor shall he go out of the Sanctuary of 
his Father Yahweh, nor profane it, because 
he has been dedicated and consecrated by the 
anointing oil of Yahweh. I am Yahweh. 

13 The woman the High Priest marries must 
be a ‘virgin. 

14 He must not marry a woman who is a 
‘godworshipper, nor a woman who has !di- 
vorced; separated herself from, her husband, nor 
a woman defiled through harlotry; but he shall 
marry a virgin of his own “people; The House 
of Yahweh, as wife. 

15 In this way he will not profane his Stoff- 
spring among his people, for I am Yahweh Who 
sets him apart as holy. 

16 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

17 Speak to Aaron, saying; No man from 
your generations to come, who has any defect, 
may come near to offer the food of his Heavenly 
Father. 

18 No man who has any defect may come 
near: no man who is blind or lame, disfigured 
in face, or deformed in limb, 

19 A man who has a broken foot or a broken 
hand, 

20 Or who is a hunchback or a dwarf, or who 
has a defect in his eye, or who has festering or 
running sores, or a eunuch. 

21 No man of the descendants of Aaron the 
priest, who has a defect, shall come near to offer 


1. Verses 21:7,14—This is speaking of a woman who separates or 
divorces herself from her husband, which is contrary to the Law 
of Yahweh. See I Corinthians 7:10-11. 
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the offerings made by fire to Yahweh. He has a 
defect; he must not come near to offer the food 
to his Heavenly Father. 

22 He may, however, eat the food of his Heav- 
enly Father, both of the most holy offerings and 
the holy offerings; 

23 Only he must not go near the Veil nor 
approach the altar, because he has a defect, 
and so profane My Sanctuary. I am Yahweh 
Who sets them apart as holy. 

24 So Mosheh told this to Aaron and his 
sons, and to all the children of Israyl. 


CHAP. 22 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 @Speak to Aaron and his sons, that they 
treat with respect the holy offerings which the 
children of Israyl consecrate to Me, so that they 
will not profane My Holy Name. I am Yahweh. 

3 Say to them; Whoever of all your descend- 
ants throughout your generations, who goes 
near the holy things which the children of Israyl 
consecrate and sanctify to Yahweh, while he is 
ceremonially unclean, that person shall be cut 
off from My Presence. Iam Yahweh. 

4 Whatever man of the descendants of Aa- 
ron, who is a leper, or who has an infectious 
skin disease, or has a bodily discharge, shall not 
eat the holy offerings until he is ceremonially 
clean. He will also be unclean if ‘he becomes 
polluted by touching a corpse, or if the has an 
emission of semen, 

5 Or if he touches any crawling thing that 
makes him unclean, or any person who makes 
him unclean, whatever his uncleanness may be— 

6 The person who has touched any such thing 
shall be unclean until sunset. He must not eat 
any of the holy offerings unless he has bathed 
himself with water; 

7 And when the sun goes down he shall be 
clean; and afterward he may eat the holy of- 
ferings, because it is his food. 

8 Whatever is found dead or torn by wild 
animals, he must not eat, to become defiled by 
it. lam Yahweh. 

9 They shall therefore keep My ordinance so 
they do not become guilty and die for profaning 
them by contempt. Iam Yahweh Who sets them 
apart as holy. 

10 No one outside a priest’s family may eat 
the holy offerings, nor may the guest of a priest 
or his hired worker eat it. 

11 But if the priest buys a person with his 
money, that person may eat it; or if a slave is 
born in his house, his slave may eat his food. 

12 Ifa priest’s daughter marries anyone other 
than a priest, she may not eat any of the holy 
offerings. 

13 But if the priest’s daughter becomes a 
widow or divorced, and has no child, and has 
returned to her father’s house as in her youth, she 
may eat her father’s food, but no unauthorized

G2. You shall not accept any 
unholy or imperfect thing 
from a stranger and offer 
it as a holy thing to Yahweh. 
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person may eat any of it. 

14 If anyone eats a holy offering by mistake, 
he must make restitution to the priest for the 
offering, and add a fifth of the value to it. 

15 The priests must not desecrate nor profane 
the holy offerings the children of Israyl present 
to Yahweh, 

16 By allowing them to eat the holy offerings, 
and so bring upon them “'guilt requiring pay- 
ment. Iam Yahweh Who sets them apart and 
makes them holy. 

17 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

18 Speak to Aaron and his sons, and to all the 
children of Israyl, and say to them; Whatever 
man of the house of Israyl, or of the strangers 
living in Israyl, who offers his sacrifice for any 
of his vows, or for any of his freewill offerings, 
which they offer to Yahweh as a burnt offering, 

19 You must present a male without blemish 
or defect from the cattle, sheep, or goats, in 
order that it may be accepted on your behalf. 

20 Whatever has a defect or blemish, you 
must not offer it, for it will not be acceptable 
on your behalf. 

21 Whoever offers a sacrifice of peace offer- 
ing to Yahweh to fulfill his special vow, or as a 
freewill offering, it must be brought from the 
cattle or the sheep, and it must be perfect to 
be acceptable. There shall be no defect in it. 

22 Do not offer to Yahweh the blind, the 
injured, nor the maimed, neither anything with 
warts, or festering or running sores. Do not 
place any of these on the altar as an offering 
made by fire to Yahweh. 

23 You may, however, present as a freewill 
offering a cow, or bull, or a sheep that is de- 
formed or stunted, but it will not be accepted 
in fulfillment of a vow. 

24 You must not offer to Yahweh an animal 
whose testicles are bruised, crushed, torn, or 
cut. You must not do this in your own land, 

25 And you must not accept such animals 
from the hand of a “foreigner, and offer them 
as the food for your Heavenly Father. They 
will not be accepted on your behalf, for they 
are deformed and have defects. 

26 And Yahweh said to Mosheh: 

27 When a cow, or a bull, or a sheep, or a 
goat is born, it is to remain with its mother for 
seven days. From the eighth day on, it will be 
acceptable as an offering made by fire to Yah- 
weh. 

28 Whether it is a cow or ewe sheep, do not 
kill both her and her young on the same day. 

29 And when you offer a sacrifice of thanks- 
giving to Yahweh, offer it that it may be accept- 
able for you: 

30 It must be eaten that same day; you shall 
leave none of it until morning; I am Yahweh. 

31 Therefore you shall keep My Laws, and 
perform and do them; I am Yahweh. 


LEVITICUS 23 


32 You shall not profane My Holy Name, 
but I will be Hallowed among the children of 
Israyl. I am Yahweh Who sanctifies you, and 
sets you apart as holy; 

33 Who brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your Heavenly Father. I am Yahweh. 


CHAP. 23 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say to 
them; Concerning the Feasts of Yahweh, which 
you shall proclaim to be 'Holy Convocations; 
these are My Feasts: 

3 Six days shall work be done, but the ®'Sev- 
enth Day is a Sabbath of solemn rest, a Holy 
Convocation. You shall do no work on it. It is 
the Sabbath of Yahweh in all your dwellings. 

4 These are the Feasts of Yahweh, His Holy 
Convocations, which you shall proclaim in their 
seasons: 

5 On the Fourteenth of the First Moon, *be- 
tween the two evenings, Yahweh’s Passover 
Sacrifice is to be killed. 

6 And on the Fifteenth Day of the same Moon 
is the Feast of Unleavened Bread to Yahweh; 
seven days you must eat unleavened bread. 

7 On the first day you shall have a Holy Con- 
vocation; you shall do no regular work on it, 

8 But you shall offer an offering made by 
‘fire to Yahweh for seven days. The seventh 
day shall be a Holy Convocation; ‘you shall do 
no “regular work on it. 

9 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

10 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say 
to them; When you come into the land which I 
am giving to you, and you reap its harvest, then 
you shall bring a sheaf of the firstfruits of your 
harvest to the priest; 

11 And he shall wave the sheaf in front of 
Yahweh, to be accepted for you. On the day 
‘after the First Holy Day Sabbath the priest 
shall ‘wave it. 

12 You shall offer on that day when you wave 
the sheaf, a male ‘lamb of the first year, without 
blemish or defect as a burnt *offering to Yahweh. 

13 The Omer Grain Offering shall be two- 
tenths of an ephah; about 4 quarts, of fine flour 
mixed with oil, an offering made by fire to Yah- 
weh for a pleasing aroma; and its drink offering 
shall be one-fourth of a hin; about 1 quart, of 
wine. 

14 And you shall eat neither bread nor parch- 
ed grain, nor fresh green ears, until the very day 
you have brought this Omer Offering to Yahweh. 
This shall be a *statute forever throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings. 


1. Verse 23:2—Holy Convocations: Gathering together according 
to the Laws of Yahweh, at the times appointed by Yahweh. 2. 
Verse 23:5—Between the two evenings: between around 3:00 in 
the afternoon and sunset. 


G3. Whoever does anything 
in opposition to Yahweh’s 
Law pollutes Yahweh’s 
Name. 

R1. What relation is there 
between the Seventh Day 
Sabbath, which never chang- 
es, always falling on the 
seventh day of each week, 
and the Feasts of Yahweh 
whose times vary each year? 
By putting both in the same 
category, the Holy Scriptures 
intend to teach you that he 
who desecrates the Feasts 
of Yahweh have commit- 
ted the same sin as one who 
has desecrated the Seventh 
Day Sabbath; and he who 
diligently keeps the Feasts 
of Yahweh has performed 
the same righteousness as 
one who diligently keeps 
the Feasts of Yahweh. 

R2. Rashi explains this time 
period on Page 53b of Vol- 
ume Shamut in his Commen- 
tary, where he states: The 
period beginning at 12:00 
Noon and hence forward is 
called biyn ha-orabim be- 
cause the sun then inclines 
in the direction of its setting 
to become darkened. The 
darkening of the day begins 
at Noon, and the darkening 
of the night begins at sun- 
down. The period during 
which the Passover lambs 
were slaughtered is therefore 
from noon until the begin- 
ning of night.

R2. To afflict your souls 
on the Day of Atonement 
means you are to fast on 
this day, neither eating nor 
drinking the entire day, from 
sunset to sunset. Exodus 
34:28 shows how one is to 
properly fast. 
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15 'And you shall count for yourselves, from 
the day after the First Holy Day Sabbath—from 
the day that you brought the sheaf of the wave 
offering: ®'seven full weeks shall be completed. 

16 Count off fifty days, up to the day after 
the seventh week; then you shall offer a new 
grain offering to Yahweh. 

17 You shall bring from your habitations 
two wave loaves made from two-tenths of an 
ephah; about 4 quarts, of fine flour. They shall 
be baked with ’salt; the Firstfruits to Yahweh. 

18 And you shall offer with the bread seven 
lambs of the first year without blemish, one 
young bull, and two rams. They shall be burnt 
offerings to Yahweh, with their grain offerings 
and their drink offerings, an offering made by 
fire for a pleasing aroma to Yahweh. 

19 Then you shall kill one kid of the goats as 
a sin offering, and two male lambs of the first 
year as a sacrifice of peace offering. 

20 The priest shall wave them with the bread 
of the Firstfruits as a wave offering in front of 
Yahweh, with the two lambs. They shall be holy 
to Yahweh for the priests. 

21 *And you shall proclaim on that same 
day that it may be a Holy Convocation to you; 
Shabuot; the Feast of Weeks, the Feast of Firstfruits. 
You shall do no regular work on it. It shall be a 
statute forever in all your dwellings throughout 
your generations. 

22 And when you reap the harvest of your 
land, you shall not completely harvest the cor- 
ners of your field when you reap, nor shall you 
gather any gleanings from your harvest. You 
shall leave them for the poor and for the stran- 
ger. I am Yahweh your Heavenly Father. 

23 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

24 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; In 
the Seventh Moon, on the First of the Moon, 
you shall S'have a Sabbath, a Memorial of Blow- 
ing of Trumpets; The Feast of Trumpets, a Holy 
Convocation. 

25 You shall do no regular work on it; but you 
shall offer an offering made by fire to Yahweh. 

26 And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

27 Also the Tenth of this Seventh Moon is 
the Day of Atonement. It shall be a Holy Con- 
vocation for you. You shall **afflict your souls, 
and offer an offering made by fire to Yahweh. 

28 You shall do no work at all on that same 
day, for it is the Day of Atonement, to make 
atonement for you in front of Yahweh your 
Heavenly Father. 

29 Any person who is not afflicted on that 
same day, he shall be cut off from his people.

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30 Any person who does any work on that 
same day, he shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

31 You shall do no manner of work at all; 
it shall be a "statute forever throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings, wherever you 
may live. 

32 It is to you a Sabbath of rest, and you shall 
afflict yourselves. On the Ninth of the Moon at 
evening; at the setting of the sun, through the 
Tenth of the Moon at evening; at the setting of 
the sun, from evening until evening, you shall 
celebrate your Sabbath. 

33 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

34 Speak to the children of Israyl, saying; The 
Fifteenth Day of this Seventh Moon is the Feast 
of Tabernacles for seven days unto Yahweh. 

35 On the first day there shall be a Holy Con- 
vocation; you shall do no regular work upon it; 

36 But for seven days you shall offer an of- 
fering made by fire to Yahweh. On the eighth 
day you shall have a Holy Convocation; The Last 
Great Day, and you shall offer an offering made 
by fire to Yahweh. It is the °’Closing Gathering 
of Yahweh’s Sacred Year, and you shall do no 
customary, regular work upon it. 

37 These are the Feasts of Yahweh which 
you shall proclaim to be Holy Convocations, 
to offer an offering made by fire to Yahweh, a 
burnt offering, a grain offering, a sacrifice, and 
drink offerings, required on each day. 

38 These offerings are in addition to those 
for Yahweh’s Sabbaths, and in addition to your 
gifts, and whatever you have vowed, and all the 
freewill offerings you give to Yahweh. 

39 So on the Fifteenth Day of the Seventh 
Moon, when you have gathered in the fruit of 
the land, you must keep the Feast unto Yahweh 
for seven days. On the first day there shall be a 
“Sabbath, and on the eighth day a Sabbath. 

40 On the day before, you are to take choice 
fruit from the trees; pomegranates, and palm 
branches, leafy branches, and willows of the 
brook; and you shall rejoice in front of Yahweh 
your Father for seven days. 

41 You shall keep it as a Feast to Yahweh 
for seven days in the year. ‘It shall be a statute 
for ever in your generations. You shall celebrate 
it in the Seventh Moon. 

42 ‘And you shall live in booths for seven 
days. All who are native born children of Israyl 
shall live in booths, 

43 In order that your generations may know 
that I made the children of Israyl to live in booths 
when I brought them out of the land of Egypt; 
Iam Yahweh your Heavenly Father. 

44 So Mosheh declared to the children of 
Israyl the “Feasts of Yahweh.

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CHAP. 24 


Ana Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Command the children of Israyl to bring 
you clear oil of pressed olives for the light, so 
that the lamp may be kept burning continually. 

3 Outside the S'Veil of the Testimony, in 
the Holy Place, Aaron shall be in charge of it 
from evening until morning in front of Yahweh 
continually; it shall be a statute forever in your 
generations. 

4 The lamps on the pure gold lampstand in 
front of Yahweh must be tended continually. 

5 And take fine flour and bake “twelve loaves 
of bread with it. Two-tenths of an ephah; about 
4 quarts of fine flour, shall be used to make each 
loaf. 

6 You shall set them in two rows, six in a row, 
on the table of pure gold in front of Yahweh. 

7 And along each row put some pure frank- 
incense as a memorial portion to represent the 
bread, and to be an offering made to Yahweh 
by fire. 

8 Every Sabbath he shall set it in order in 
front of Yahweh regularly, Sabbath after Sab- 
bath, on behalf of the children of Israyl, by an 
everlasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be for Aaron and his sons, and 
they shall eat it in a holy place; for it is their most 
holy part of their regular share of the offerings 
made by fire to Yahweh, by a lasting covenant. 

10 Now the son of an Israylite woman, whose 
father was an Egyptian, went out among the 
children of Israyl; and this Israylite woman’s 
son and a man of Israyl fought each other in 
the camp. 

11 And the Israylite woman’s son “blasphem- 
ed the Name of Yahweh with a curse. So they 
brought him to Mosheh. (His mother’s name 
was Shelomith the daughter of Dibri, of the 
tribe of Dan.) 

12 Then they put him in custody, until the 
will of Yahweh would be made clear to them. 

13 Then Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

14 Take the blasphemer outside the camp; 
and all those who heard him, are to lay their 
hands on his head, and the entire congregation 
is to stone him. 

15 Then you shall speak to the children of 
Israyl, saying; If anyone curses Yahweh, he shall 
bear his sin; 

16 And anyone who blasphemes the Name 
of Yahweh, he must be put to death. All the 
congregation must stone him; the stranger as 
well as him who is born in the land. When he 
blasphemes the Name of Yahweh, he shall be 
put to death. 

17 Whoever takes the life of a human being, 
he must be put to death. 
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18 Anyone who takes the life of someone’s 
animal, must make restitution; life for life. 

19 If anyone injures his brother, whatever 
he has done, so shall it be done to him: 

20 Fracture for fracture, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth. As he has injured the other, so he is 
to be injured. 

21 And whoever kills an animal must make 
restitution, but whoever kills a man must be put 
to death. 

22 You shall have the "same Law for the 
stranger and for the one from your own country; 
for lam Yahweh your Father. 

23 Then Mosheh spoke to the children of 
Israyl, and they took the blasphemer outside the 
camp and stoned him with stones. So the children 
of Israyl did as Yahweh commanded Mosheh. 


CHAP. 25 


And Yahweh spoke to Mosheh on Mount 
Sinai, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say 
to them; When you come into the land which 
I give you, then the land shall keep a Sabbath 
unto Yahweh. 

3 Six years you shall sow your field, and six 
years you shall prune your vineyard, and gather 
in its fruit; 

4 But in the Seventh Year there shall be a 
Sabbath of solemn rest for the land, a Sabbath 
to Yahweh. You shall neither sow your field 
nor prune your vineyard. 

5 What grows voluntarily of your harvest you 
shall not reap, nor gather the grapes of your 
untended vine. The land is to have a year of rest. 

6 Whatever the land yields during the Sab- 
bath Year will be food for you—for yourself, 
your manservant and maidservant, for the hired 
worker and for the stranger who lives among 
you, 

7 For your livestock and the animals in your 
land—all it produces shall be for food. 

8 And you shall count seven Sabbaths of years 
for yourself, seven times seven years; and the 
time of the seven Sabbaths of years shall be to 
you forty-nine years. 

9 “Then you have the Trumpet of the Jubilee 
sounded everywhere on the Tenth Day of the 
Seventh Moon; on the Day of Atonement sound 
the trumpet throughout your land. 

10 Consecrate the fiftieth year, and proclaim 
liberty throughout the land to all its inhabitants. 
It shall be a ‘Jubilee for you; and each of you 
shall return to his possession, and each of you 
shall return to his family.

LEVITICUS 25 


11 That fiftieth year shall be a Jubilee to 
you. In it you shall neither sow nor reap what 
grows voluntarily, nor gather the grapes from 
your untended vines. 

12 For it is the Jubilee; it shall be holy to 
you; you shall eat its produce from the field. 

13 In this Year of Jubilee each of you shall 
return to his possession. 

14 And if you sell anything to your neighbor 
or buy from your neighbor’s hand, you shall not 
Sloppress one another. 

15 You are to buy from your brother on the 
basis of the number of years since the Jubilee. 
And he is to sell to you on the basis of the num- 
ber of years left for harvesting crops. 

16 When the years are many, you are to 
increase the price, and when the years are few, 
you are to decrease the price, because what he 
is really selling you is the number of crops. 

17 Do not ®'take advantage of each other, 
thereby reverencing your Father, for I am Yah- 
weh your Heavenly Father. 

18 So you shall observe My statutes and keep 
My judgments, and perform and do them; and 
you will live in the land in safety. 

19 Then the land will yield its fruit, and you 
will eat your fill, and live there in safety. 

20 And if you say; What shall we eat in the 
Seventh Year if we do not plant or harvest our 
crops? 

21 I will send you such a blessing in the Sixth 
Year that the land will yield enough for three 
years. 

22 While you plant during the eighth year, 
you will eat from the old crop and will continue 
to eat from it until the harvest of the ninth year 
comes in. 

23 The land must not be sold permanent- 
ly, because the land is Mine and you are but 
strangers and My tenants. 

24 Throughout the country that you hold as 
a possession, you must provide for the redemp- 
tion of the land. 

25 If one of your brothers becomes poor, 
and has sold some of his possession, his nearest 
kinsman is to come and redeem what his brother 
has sold. 

26 If however, a man has no one to redeem 
it for him, but he himself becomes financially 
able to redeem it, 

27 Then let him count the years since its sale, 
and restore the balance to the man to whom he 
sold it, that he may return to his possession. 

28 But if he is not able to restore it to himself, 
then what was sold shall remain in the hand of 
him who bought it until the Year of Jubilee. 
Then in the Jubilee it shall be released, and he 
shall return to his possession. 

29 Ifa man sells a house in a walled city, then 
he may redeem it within a whole year after it is 
sold; within a full year he may redeem it. 
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30 But if it is not redeemed within the space 
of a full year, then the house in the walled city 
shall permanently belong to him who bought 
it, throughout his generations. It shall not be 
released in the Jubilee. 

31 But houses in villages without walls around 
them are to be considered as open country. They 
can be redeemed, and they are to be returned 
in the Jubilee. 

32 The Levites always have the right to re- 
deem their houses in the Levitical towns, which 
they possess. 

33 So the property of the Levites is redeem- 
able, (that is, a house sold in any town they hold) 
and is to be returned in the Jubilee, because 
the houses in the towns of the Levites are their 
property among the children of Israyl. 

34 But the pastureland belonging to their 
towns must not be sold; it is their permanent 
possession. 

35 If one of your brothers becomes poor 
and is unable to support himself among you, 
help him as you would a stranger or a sojourner, 
so he can continue to live among you. 

36 Do not take interest of any kind from him, 
but reverence your Father, that your brother 
may live with you. 

37 You shall not lend him your money for 
usury, nor lend him your food at a profit. 

38 Iam Yahweh your Father Who brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, ®’to give you the 
land of Canaan and to be your Heavenly Father. 

39 If one of your brothers becomes poor 
among you and sells himself to you, do not 
make him work as a “slave. 

40 He is to be treated as a hired worker or 
a sojourner among you; he is to work for you 
until the >Year of Jubilee. 

41 Then he and his children are to be released 
and he will go back to his own clan and to the 
property of his forefathers. 

42 Because the children of Israyl are My 
servants, whom I brought out of Egypt, they 
must not be sold as slaves. 

43 You shall not rule over him ruthlessly, 
but you shall reverence your Heavenly Father. 

44 Your male and female slaves are to come 
from the nations around you; from them you 
may buy slaves. 

45 You may also buy some of the sojourners 
living among you and members of their clans 
born in your country, and they will become your 
property. 

46 You may take them as an inheritance to 
will to your children after you; they shall be 
your permanent slaves. But your brothers, the 
children of Israyl, you shall not rule over one 
another ruthlessly. 

47 If a sojourner or stranger among you 
becomes rich and one of your brothers be- 
comes poor and sells himself to the sojourner or

By promising the 
abundance of earthly things 
Yahweh causes the mind to 
consider the rich treasure of 
spiritual blessings.

48 He retains the right of redemption after 
he has sold himself. One of his relatives may 
redeem him: 

49 An uncle or a cousin or any blood relative 
in his clan may redeem him. Or if he is able, he 
may redeem himself. 

50 He and his buyer are to count the time 
from the year he sold himself up to the Year of 
Jubilee. The price for his release is to be based 
on the rate paid to a hired man for that number 
of years. 

51 If many years remain, he must pay for his 
redemption a larger share of the price paid for 
him. 

52 If only a few years remain until the Year 
of Jubilee, he is to figure a few years, and pay 
for his redemption accordingly. 

53 He is to be treated as a man hired from 
year to year; you must see to it that his owner 
does not rule over him ruthlessly. 

54 Even if he is not redeemed in any of these 
ways, he and his children are to be released in 
the Year of Jubilee, 

55 For the children of Israyl belong to Me as 
servants. They are My servants, whom I brought 
out of Egypt. I am Yahweh your Heavenly Father. 


CHAP. 26 


You shall not make gods (elohim, teraphim) 
for yourselves; neither an image, nor a sacred 
pillar shall you raise up for yourselves, nor shall 
you set up a carved stone in your land to bow 
down to it, for I am Yahweh your ®'Father. 

2 You shall reverence Me, by keeping My 
Sabbaths at My Sanctuary. I am Yahweh. 

3 If you walk in My statutes and keep My 
Laws, and perform and do them, 

4 S!Then I will give you rain in its season, 
the land shall yield its produce, and the trees 
of the field shall yield their fruit. 

5 Your threshing shall last until the time of 
vintage, and the vintage shall last until the time 
of sowing. You shall eat your food until you are 
full, and live in your land safely. 

6 I will give peace in the land, and you shall 
lie down, and none will make you afraid; I will 
rid the land of wild beasts, and the sword will 
not go through your land. 

7 You will chase your enemies, and they shall 
fall by the sword in front of you. 

8 Five of you shall chase a hundred, and a 
hundred of you shall put ten thousand to flight; 
your enemies shall fall by the sword in front of 
you. 

9 For I will look upon you with honor and 
make you fruitful, multiply you, and confirm 
My covenant with you. 
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10 You shall eat the old harvest and clear 
out the old because of the new. 

11 *I will set My tabernacle among you, and 
I will not abhor you. 

12 I will walk among you and be your Father, 
and you shall be My people. 

13 Iam Yahweh your Father Who brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, that you should 
not be their slaves; ®I have broken the bars of 
your yoke and made you walk upright. 

14 But if you do not obey Me, and do not 
observe and do all these Laws, 

15 ®*And if you despise My Statutes, or if 
you abhor My Judgments, so that you do not 
perform and do all My Laws, and so violate My 
S3Covenant, 

16 [also will do this to you: I will bring upon 
you sudden terror, wasting diseases and fever 
that will destroy your sight and drain away your 
life. You will plant seed in vain, because your 
enemies will eat it. 

17 I will set My face against you so that you 
will be defeated by your enemies; those who 
hate you will rule over you, and you will flee 
even when no one is pursuing you. 

18 If after all this you will not listen to Me, I 
will punish you for your sins Stseven times over. 

19 I will break down your stubborn pride, 
and @make the sky above you like iron and 
your earth like brass. 

20 And your strength shall be spent in vain; 
for your land shall not yield its produce, nor 
shall the trees of the land yield their fruit. 

21 Then, if you walk contrary to Me, and 
are not willing to obey Me, I will multiply your 
afflictions seven times over, as your sins deserve. 

22 I will send wild animals against you, and 
they will rob you of your children, destroy your 
cattle, and make you so few in number that your 
highways will be desolate and empty. 

23 And if in spite of these things you do not 
accept My correction and are not reformed by 
Me, but walk contrary to Me, 

24 Then I also will walk contrary to you, and 
I will punish you yet seven times over for your 
sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword against you to 
avenge the breaking of My Covenant. When 
you withdraw together within your cities, I will 
send pestilence among you and ®you will be 
given into the hand of the enemy. 

26 When I cut off your supply of food, ten 
women will be able to bake your bread in one 
oven, and they will dole out the bread by weight. 
You will eat, but you will not be satisfied. 

27 If in spite of this you still do not obey Me, 
but continue to walk contrary to Me, 

28 Then I also will in My fury continue to 
walk contrary to you, and I, even I, will chastise 
you seven times over for your sins.

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29 You shall eat the flesh of your sons and 
you shall eat the flesh of your daughters. 

30 I will destroy your high places, cut down 
your incense altars, and throw your carcasses 
upon the lifeless forms of your gods (elohim, 
teraphim); and I shall abhor you. 

31 I will lay your cities waste and bring your 
sanctuaries to desolation, Stand I will not smell 
the fragrance of your pleasing aromas. 

32 I will bring the land to desolation, and 
your enemies who live in it shall be astonished 
by it. 

33 I will scatter you among the nations and 
draw out a sword after you; your land shall 
be desolate and your cities wasted. 

34 Then the land shall enjoy its Sabbaths 
as long as it lies desolate and you are in your 
enemies’ land; then the land shall rest and enjoy 
its Sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lies desolate, the land will 
have the rest it did not have during the Sab- 
baths you lived in it. 

36 As for those of you who are left, I will 
make their hearts so fearful in the lands of their 
enemies that the sound of a wind-blown leaf 
will put them to flight. They will run as though 
fleeing from the sword, and they will fall, even 
though no one is pursuing them. 

37 They will stumble over one another as 
though fleeing from the sword, even though no 
one is pursuing them. So you will not be able 
to stand before your enemies. 

38 You shall perish among the nations, and 
the land of your enemies shall eat you up. 

39 And those of you who are left shall waste 
away because of their iniquity in your enemies’ 
lands; also because of their fathers’ sins they 
will waste away. 

40 But if they will confess their sins and the 
sins of their fathers, with their unfaithfulness 
in which they were unfaithful to Me, in which 
they also have walked contrary to Me, 

41 Which made Me walk contrary toward 
them so that I sent them into the land of their 
enemies, then when their uncircumcised hearts 
are humbled and they pay for this sin, 

42 Then I will remember My covenant with 
Yaaqob, and My covenant with Isaac, and My 
covenant with Abraham I will remember; I will 
remember the land. 

43 °The land also shall be left empty by 
them, and will enjoy its Sabbaths while it lies 
desolate without them; they will accept their 
guilt, because they despised My Judgments and 
because they abhorred My Statutes. 

44 Yet in spite of this, when they are in the 
land of their enemies, I will not reject them or 
abhor them so as to destroy them completely, 
breaking My covenant with them. I am Yahweh 
their Father. 
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45 But for their sake I will remember the 
“covenant with their ancestors, whom I brought 
out of the land of Egypt in the sight of the na- 
tions, that I might be their Father. I am Yahweh. 

46 These are the Statutes and Judgments, 
and Laws which Yahweh made between Him- 
self and the children of Israyl on Mount Sinai 
by the hand of Mosheh. 


CHAP. 27 


Yahweh spoke to Mosheh, saying: 

2 Speak to the children of Israyl, and say to 
them; When a man consecrates by a special vow 
certain persons to Yahweh, by giving equivalent 
values, 

3 Set the value of a male between the ages of 
twenty and sixty at fifty shekels; that is, about 1 
1/4 pounds, of silver, according to the sanctuary 
shekel; that is, about 2/5 ounce per shekel. 

4 And if it is a female between these ages, 
set her value at thirty shekels; that is, about 12 
ounces of silver. 

5 If it is a person between the ages of five 
and twenty, set the value of a male at twenty 
shekels; that is, about 8 ounces of silver, and of 
a female at 10 shekels; that is, about 4 ounces. 

6 If it is a person between one moon and 
five years, set the value of a male at five shekels 
of silver; that is, about 2 ounces, and that of a 
female at three shekels of silver; that is, about 
1 1/4 ounces. 

7 If it is a person sixty years old or more, set 
the value of a male at fifteen shekels; that is, 
about 6 ounces of silver, and of a female at ten 
shekels; that is, about 4 ounces. 

8 If anyone making the vow is too poor to 
pay the specified amount, he is to present the 
person to the priest, who will set the value for 
him according to what the man making the vow 
can afford. 

9 If what he vowed is an animal that is accep- 
table as an offering to Yahweh, such an animal 
given to Yahweh becomes holy. 

10 He must not exchange it or substitute a 
worthy one for a bad one, or a bad one fora 
worthy one; if he should substitute one animal 
for another, both it and the substitute become 
holy. 

11 Ifwhat he vowed is a ceremonially unclean 
animal, one that is not acceptable as an offering 
to Yahweh, the animal must be presented to the 
priest, 

12 Who will judge its quality as worthy or 
bad. Whatever value the priest then sets, that 
is what it will be. 

13 If the owner desires at all to redeem it, then 
he must add one-fifth to the priest’s valuation. 

14 Ifa man dedicates his house as something 
holy to Yahweh, the priest will judge its value 


G5. Made to their forefa- 
thers. 
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for it, so shall it remain. 

15 Ifthe man who dedicates his house redeems 
it, he must add one-fifth more to its valuation; 
and the house will again become his. 

16 Ifa man dedicates to Yahweh part of his 
inherited family land, its value is to be set ac- 
cording to the amount of seed needed to plant 
it. A homer of barley seed; probably about 6 
bushels, shall be valued at fifty shekels of silver; 
about 1 1/4 pounds of silver. 

17 Ifhe dedicates his field during the year of 
Jubilee, the value that has been set will stand, 

18 But if he dedicates his field after the 
Jubilee, the priest will determine the value 
according to the number of years remaining 
until the next Year of Jubilee; and its set value 
will be reduced. 

19 If he who dedicates the field ever wants 
to redeem it, then he must add one-fifth to its 
estimated value, and the field will again become 
his. 

20 But if he does not want to redeem the 
field, or if he has sold the field to another man, 
it can never be redeemed. 

21 When the field is released in the Jubilee, 
it will become holy to Yahweh; like a 'devoted 
field, it will become the property of the priests. 

22 Ifa man dedicates to Yahweh a field he 
has bought, which is not a part of his inherited 
family land, 

23 Then the priest will determine its value 
up to the Year of Jubilee, and the man must 
pay the priest’s valuation on that day, as a holy 
offering to Yahweh. 

24 Inthe Year of Jubilee the field will return 
to the person from whom it was bought, to the 
one who inherits the land as a possession. 

25 Every value is to be set according to the 
sanctuary shekel, twenty gerahs to the shekel; 
about 1/50 ounce of silver to each gerah. 


1. Verse 27:21—Cherem: Refers to the irreversible giving over of 
things or persons to Yahweh, often by completely destroying them. 
This differs from the Dedication Vow of Valuation. 


LEVITICUS 27 


26 No one is to dedicate the firstborn of an 
animal, since the firstborn already belongs to 
Yahweh; whether from the herd or from the 
flock, it is Yahweh’s. 

27 If it is an unclean animal, then he may 
redeem it according to the valuation of the priest, 
and shall add one-fifth of its value to it. If it is 
not redeemed, then it shall be sold according 
to the priest’s valuation. 

28 But nothing a man may own, then devote 
as a holy offering to Yahweh—whether man, an- 
imal, or family land—may be sold or redeemed; 
everything so devoted is most holy to Yahweh. 

29 No person under the ban; devoted, who 
becomes doomed to destruction among men, 
shall be redeemed. He must be put to death. 

30 *And “all the tithe; that is, 1/10, of every- 
thing from the land, of the seed of the land, of 
the fruit of the tree, belongs to Yahweh. It is 
holy to Yahweh. 

31 Ifa man will at all redeem any of his tithes, 
he must add one-fifth to the value of it. 

32 The entire tithe; tenth, of the herd or the 
flock; ĉof all things that pass under the rod; every 
tenth is holy to Yahweh. 

33 He must not pick out the finest from the 
bad, nor make any substitution. If he does make 
a substitution, both the chosen animal and also 
its substitute, become holy, and cannot be re- 
deemed. 

34 These are the "Laws which Yahweh gave 
Mosheh for the children of Israyl on Mount 
Sinai.
